IE have a 2007 Honda Accord and on one of the warm 
days we had this year I tried the air conditioner on my 
car and all it did was blow warm air. Last year it worked 
fine on the hottest days, what could be wrong? 

I would start with a check of the basic operation of the 
air conditioner system. This would include checking the low 
and high side pressures, compressor and air duct operation. 
‘In addition as with most new cars a faulty air conditioner 
system will also set a computer fault code. The problem 


. could be a leak in the system or a faulty sensor/switch. 


Are there any problems with the new Honda 2016 
CR-V, I’m interested in buying one but don’t want to 
make a mistake. I get mixed reviews when I read about 
the CR-V online. What do you think? 

The Honda CR-V is one of the best small SUVs on the 
market. For its size it is very roomy inside with great use of 
space, the four-cylinder engine is peppy enough and deliy- 


ers solid fuel economy. Some consumers have commented 


about a slight engine vibration at idle and some don’t like 
the feel of the (CVT) continually variable transmission. 
During my road test in a CR-V I didn’t notice any of those 


problems. 


I read about the owner of the 2014 Toyota Avalon 
XLE wrote you regarding his car hesitating. I owned 
a 2000 Toyota Avalon XLE that I was experiencing the 
same type of hesitation. My son a mechanic told me the 


. reason could be that I was filling my gas tank at the local 


supermarket gas station. I went back to filling my gas 
tank at Mobile gas ‘stations. In a few weeks the hesita- 


tion was gone. I then read my owner’s manual and it . 
said that I could use 87 octane fuel but recommended 
using Top Tier Gasoline. It said because Top Tier Gas- 
oline has a detergent added to the gasoline. I recently 
purchased a 2016 Toyota Avalon XLE Plus and read the 


owner’s manual and it recommend 87 octane at Top Tier 


Gasoline Stations. Maybe this can help other's with the 

same problems, also could you explain Top Tier Fuel? 
All gasoline use additives to minimize fuel deposits and 

keep engines and fuel systems clean. Top Tier fuel uses a 


higher concentration of detergent additives than other fuels. 
Seven of automakers, BMW, General Motors, Fiat Chrysler, 


Honda, Toyota, Volkswagen, Audi and Mercedes Benz, be- 
‘liéve that non Top Tier fuel lacks the necessary additives 
that help minimize combustion chamber deposits. 

_ Tam looking at a new BMW, either a 3 or 5 series, and 
the car requires premium fuel. Friends of mine have 
similar cars and use regular fuel. Would regular fuel 
damage the engine, or would the mid-grade fuel work 
on these cars without damaging the engine? Would us- 
ing regular fuel negate the warranty? Also what do you 
think of Top Tier fuel? : 

If. the engine requires premium fuel that is what you 
should use. The electronics ina modern engine will make 
adjustments to prevent engine damage but you shouldn’t 
make a habit of using fuel with a lower octane level than 

- required. If the vehicle manufacturer “recommends” using 
a premium grade of fuel it is okay to use a lower grade but 


_ it has been my experience that both performance and fuel 


economy will suffer. AAA has been extensively testing fuel 
and found that fuel that is labeled Top-Tier has more addi- 
tives and reduce carbon buildup on the valves and in the 
injection:system.

T have a 2002 Chevy Silverado that was recalled be- 
cause of a safety problem involving the wheel speed sen- 
sors on the antilock braking system. I brought the truck 
to a Chevy dealer and the problem was corrected. The 
truck ‘now has 300,000 miles on it and the problem with 
the antilock brakes is back. Will/should Chevy repair 
the problem again at no charge? — 

I’m doubtful at this age and mileage that Chevrolet 
would do anything to help you. The typical problem is a 


faulty wheel sensor usually damaged by rust and corrosion. 


Now certainly it can’t hurt to ask but the best I would hope 
for is some offer to split the cost of the repair. According to 
NHTSA there have been several complaints filed about the 
braking system on this model truck but norecalls. 

My 2005 Chevy Malibu with 104,000 miles on it is 
starting to rust on the rocker panels. My late husband 
took meticulous car of our car. My regular garage who 
I trust very much has told me that the car is in excellent 
shape and should last me another five years. The auto 
body shop they sent me to in our town gave me an esti- 
mate of between $1,500 and $2,000 depending on what

The final stop was the 
Constitution Statue, also at 
Freedom Park. The statue 
was sculpted in the 1970s:

Bonomi 
explained that the statue 
honors the three men who 
drafted the Massachusetts 
Constitution, John Adams, 
Samuel Adams sand James 
Bowden.

The museum currently 
has an exhibit on SOFIA. 
After the flight, O’Dea will 
return to -Boston where he 
can share his experience 
with museum visitors that 
total more than one million 
annually. 

“The museum show now 
shows a photo of the plane 
and here’s what we can look 
at. When I come back the 
show will include a video 
clip of me standing next to 
the telescope and you can 
see it shaking but it’s actu- 
ally the plane with a little 
bit of turbulence but the 
telescope stays exactly still 
because they have it on gy- 
roscopes and a vat of oil be- 
cause if it’s shaking around 
you can’t get sharp images,” 
O’Dea says. 

“T ‘will also be ble to 
talk to the scientists and the 
people who run the tele- 
scope. This experience will 
bring the museum show to a 
whole other level.” 

O’Dea, like many young- 
sters, grew up gazing at the 
stars. He remembers eyeing 
constellations. and meteor 
showers while on vacation 
out of state. 

“By middle school I had a 
lot of great science teachers 
‘who -got me into astronomy. 
Ever since then I’ve been 
fascinated by it.” 

The SOFIA “fraternity” 
is small and select. O’Dea 
is one of about 100 educa- 

_tors who have participated 
on these flights to date. He 
is also the first person from 
Museum of Science to take 
part and his team is only the 
second from Massachusetts 
to fly on the NASA plane. 

“They have been bring- 
ing up educators for four or 
five years — about 100 total. 
The plane itself does over 
100 missions a year but edu- 
cators fly about four or five 
times a year. | 

“To. be able to get pic- 
tures and bring them back to 
the museum is very cool,” 
he adds. 


O’Dea says missions like 
SOFIA have led to some sig- 
nificant space- discoveries. 

“Everyone is probably fa- 


. miliar with the rings of Sat- 


urn but all the giant planets 


have rings. The other rings — 
are much fainter because. 


they are made ‘of darker 
material. It wasn’t until we 
got better telescopes that we 
were able to determine that. 
The rings of Uranus were 
actually discovered by the 
predecessor of SOFIA. . 

“In the 1960s they had 
a smaller telescope on a 
smaller plane and they went 
up and were able to see 


that infrared signature be- | 


cause they weren’t looking 
through so much air. They 
were able to pick it up right 
away. A ring around a planet 
was found with a telescope. 
Uranus’ rings -are much 
darker so they are tough to 
spot and you have to get 
above the water vapor to see 
them. 

“SOFIA is a much big- 
ger and better telescope. We 
cannot only see that those 
rings are there but the exact 


composition and why are. 


they there and where they 
came from.” 

With each passing day, 
O’Dea’s anticipation for this 
once in a lifetime opportu- 
nity grows. 

“There are not of people 
that get the opportunity to 
do this and bring it back to 
a lot of people and teach 
them. about it. I can go to the 
museum on any given day 
and have 100 people come 
and sit and listen to it and 
then walk home thinking 
‘I didn’t know NASA had 
a plane with a telescope on 
it and they’re doing all this 
awesome research.’ 

“We are there to observe, 
get a feel for what’s going 
on and get any pictures and 
videos that might be helpful.

in a recent interview. 
Damon, age 47, lives in Roslindale and grew up in Con- 


cord. After graduating from the University of Vermont and 


earning a masters degree in education, he taught high school 
in Colchester, VT for 25 years. He earned a second masters 
degree from Northeastern University’s Public History pro- 
gram and in 2009 began working at the Old North Church. 
“I was there until early fall of 2012 and I wore a lot of hats,” 
he says. 

He started out hidping the church launch some education 
school programs at the church, He moved into supervising 


the guides and later managed the entire site. The church 


draws an estimated half million visitors annually. 


“Being the director at the Old North Church was ae 
tic,” says Damon reflecting on his time at Boston’s North 


End landmark. The church, like United First Parish, is 
steeped in history. It is where two lanterns were hung on 
April 18, 1775 signaling the movement of British troops and 
preceded Paul Revere’s famous “midnight ride.” The warn- 
ings helped mobilize colonists before the Battles of Lex- 
ington and Concord, the first military engagements of ~ 
American Revolutionary War. 

“That’s why I got into this field in the first place — to 
literally be in physical proximity to history. all the time. It’s 
about being-in those places and.working in those places. 

“I’m still an educator at heart,” Damon says, “so for me 


‘to be able to talk to people and share with people the history, 


helping them discover those things that are important for 
themselves, that for me is really where the joy of the work is 
in addition to having the.opportunity and the privilege to be 
in an historic site like the Old North Church and now United 
First Parish Church. To be able to go out and see the Ad- 
ams crypt (where two U.S. Presidents and two First Ladies 
are entombed) every day of the week and that’s work — you 
can’t ask for better than that as far as I’m concern 

Rev. Rebecca Froom, minister of United First Parish 
Church, praised Damon for his enthusiasm, education and 
experience. 

“A search committee from the congregation was very 
impressed with his enthusiasm and for making history en- 
gaging and accessible to a variety of audiences, his organi- 
zation and administrative skills, and his interest in working 
collaboratively with the congregation and our community 
partners,” she said in announcing Damon’s appointment | to 
a two-year interim, developmental position. 

Damon is arriving on scene at a changing time for the 
church and its downtown footprint. The area around the 
church will be altered when work begins on the Adams- 
Hancock Green park space that will convert a portion of 
Hancock Street between United First Parish and City Hall 
to park space. 

“I’m going to be wales pretty actively with the congre- 
gation on the larger strategic planning on where is the part- 
nership going and what kind of things are going to happen 
and the congregation is getting to a point of how to activate 
that building and that space a lot more,” Damon says. “Giv- 
en the Hancock-Adams Green project that is happening, the 
congregation is starting to think about how to be more of an 
active participant in the community. 

“We are going to be looking at new ways to reach out to 
people and to get them in touch with that history and give 
them the chance to experience it,” he says. “This is an excit- 
ing time and that is why I am in this line of work.” 

During his time at the Old North Church, Damon re- 
vamped the entire visitors program. 

“My masters project at Northeastern was designing and

organizations. An admirer of his predecessor, he’s introduc- 
ing himself as the “new Gary Haynes.” Haynes served for 
a number of years as the-director of the visitors program 
before retiring last fall. i 

“Gary’s shoes are big shoes to fill. He did an » incredible 
job with this program and created the foundation that I’m 
going to benefit from taking up that mantle from him, Gary 
is an inherently practical guy and just an incredibly gracious 
person. He spent an incredible amount of time with me — 
above and beyond just helping me understand every piece of 
the landscape for doing this job and doing it well.” 

Damon sees three main components of the visitors pro- 
gram at United First Parish Church. The church sanctuary, 
the Adams family and religion and the crypt — the only 
church where two U:S. Presidents are entombed. 

“The first component is the main sanctuary of the church 
and seeing the history that’s in the sanctuary and what’s 
there. John Quincy Adams pew where he sat every “Sunday 


for church is there. There’s also a larger history that’s related 


to Quincy in the context of that church congregation.”. « 

Damon notes there are busts of Presidents John Adams 
and John Quincy Adams as well as a marble wall monument 
dedicated to Col. John Quincy, the city’s namesake. Another 
historical component of the church sanctuary is the ceiling 
which he described as “an incredible piece of architecture.” 
The Greek Revival church and the. ceiling were designed by 
Alexander Parris who also built Quincy Market in Boston. 

“We do a lot of the history of Quincy in the context of the 
church congregation inside the church sanctuary as well as 
a lot of architectural history related to the building,” Damon 
says. 

The second part of the visitor experience is related to the 
story of the Adams family and religion and religious history 
and spirituality. 

“It’s a very important part of colonial history s so we talk a 
lot about the various church buildings that the Adams fami- 


ly is connected to, specifically the Hancock meeting house.” 
_ The meeting house was the congregation’s third home and. 


was replaced by the current building built of Quincy granite 
donated by John Adams in 1828. 

Damon said the last but certainly not the least component 
is the Adams crypt in the church basement. Inside the crypt 
are the granite tombs of John Adams, his wife Abigail, son 


_ John Quincy Adams and his wife Louisa Catherine. Visitors 


are welcome to enter the crypt and touch the tombs.

Managing Heart 


Palpitations _

’ Heart palpitations are a 


sensation that your heart is | 


beating too hard or too fast, 
skipping a beat, or flutter- 
ing. 

You may become aware 
of heart palpitations in your 


chest, throat, or neck. These 


feelings can be bothersome 
and frightening. Fortunately 
they usually aren’f serious or 
harmful, and often go away 


on their own. Generally, 
-they’re related to stress and 
anxiety or to consumption 
of stimulants such’ as caf- 


feine, nicotine, or alcohol. - 
Palpitations also often oc- 


_ cur during pregnancy. Palpi- 


tations that are sporadic and 
last only a few seconds usu- 
ally don’t necessitate evalu-. 


ation. If you have a history 


of heart disease and have 
frequent palpitations or have 
palpitations. that worsen, 


talking to your doctor would 
- be beneficial. He or she may 


suggest © heart-monitoring 
tests to see if your palpita- 


tions are caused by a more 


severe heart problem. 

It is crucial to seek im- 
mediate medical attention if 
palpitationsare accompanied 
by, shortness of breath, diz- 
ziness, chest pain, or faint- 
ing. After taking your medi- 
cal history ‘and conducting a 


_ physical exam, your doctor 


may order tests that can ei- 
ther confirm or rule out an 
underlying cause. If an un- 
derlying cause is found, the 
correct treatment can reduce 


or eliminate palpitations. If 


no underlying cause is dis- 
covered lifestyle changes, 
including stress manage- 
ment and the avoidance of 
common triggers, can help 
avert them. 

In the vast majority of 
cases, the causes of palpi- 
tations are either related to 
your heart or are unknown. 
Non-heart-related causes of 


_ palpitations include: 


¢ Strong emotions such 
as anxiety, fear, or stress; 
palpitations often occur dur- 
ing panic attacks. ; 

*. Vigorous physical ac- 
tivity 

* Caffeine, nicotine, al- 
cohol, or illegal street drugs 
such as cocaine and pinphet- 
amines

Occasionally heart pal-

-gland (hyperthyroidism) or 
an abnormal heart rhythm 
- (arrhythmia). Arrhythmias 


may include very fast heart 
rates (tachycardia), unusu- 
ally slow heart rates (brady- 
cardia) or an irregular heart

Some people encounter 
palpitations after consuming 
heavy meals that are rich in 
carbohydrates, sugar, or fat. 
Sometimes, eating foods 
with high levels of mono- 


sodium glutamate (MSG), 


nitrates, or sodium can insti- 
gate them. a 
Palpitations can also be 
related to underlying heart 
disease.

¢ Holter monitoring. A 


monitor is worn on the chest 
and continuously records 
your heart’s electrical sig- 
nals. It can detect rhythm 


abnormalities that weren’t — 


identified during a regular 
ECG test. 

¢ Event recording. An 
event recorder is worn on 
the chest. You -use a hand- 
held device to record the 


heart’s electrical signals 
when symptoms occur. 
¢ Chest X-ray. 


* Echocardiogram. This 
is an ultrasound examina- 
tion of the heart. It provides 
detailed information ‘about 
the heart’s structure and 
function. 

_ Unless a heart condition 
is causing your heart palpi- 
tations, there’s minimal risk 
of complications. For pal- 
pitations caused by a heart 
condition, possible compli- 
cations include: 

‘© Fainting. If your heart 
beats rapidly, your blood 
pressure may drop, causing 
you to faint. This may be 
more likely if you have a 
heart problem, such as con- 
genital heart disease or cer- 
tain valve problems. 

¢ Cardiac arrest. Rarely, 
palpitations. can be caused 


by life-threatening arrhyth- 


mias and can cause your 
heart to stop beating effec- 
tively. 

* Stroke. If palpitations 


are due to atrial fibrillation, © 


blood can pool and cause’ 


clots to form. If a clot breaks 
loose, it can block a brain 
artery, causing a stroke. 

© Heart failure. This 
can result if your heart: is 
pumping ineffectively for a 
prolonged period due to an 
arrhythmia, such as atrial fi- 
brillation. .— 

Treatment of heart pal- 
pitations depends on their

“If the court said tomor- 
row that they’re not inter- 
ested or they can’t make it 
work, there are other parties 
and other developers ' out 
there that would be very in- 
terested to build over the air 
rights. At some point we’re 
going to be entertaining 
some type of development 
over the air rights,” Koch 
said. 

“TI think it only makes 
sense economically. It helps 
drive the reconstruction of 
the station itself. For exam- 
ple, we’re going to the feder- 
al government and applying 
for a TIGER grant. We’re 


asking for $20 million. 


The criteria for the TIGER 
grant involves transporta- 
tion hubs, which this is, but 
more than that, what does 
this do economically? You 
have to make those connec- 
tions — it’s going to result in 
development here, econom- 
ic investment here. That’s a 
natural to do something over 
that wasted space. 


“And if we can kind of 


hide the garage a little bit 
as part of the development 
— you’re not looking at this

The 
original bricks will be made 
available to those who pur- 
chased them; the logistics 
for how those bricks are go- 
ing to be distributed has yet 
to be determined. 

“We're. trying to work 
out: logistically how to best 
do that, because these are all 


in stacks on pallets shrunk — 


wrapped. They’re not in 
alphabetical order,” Koch 
said. “It may be a project 
with some summer kids or 
something, but we intend 
to make those available to 
people.” 

The design for the Ad- 
ams .Hancock Green_ is 
nearly complete, the mayor 
said, with some tweaks re- 
maining.

New Device To Be Used 
To Test Students’ Vision 


By TOM GORMAN 

Thanks to the Quincy Li- 
ons Club, a new, non-inva- 
sive vision test is coming to 
the Quincy Public Schools. 

During a_ presentation 
of the school department’s 


health services team at the. 


April 13 school committee 


_méeting, Marshall School 


nurse Georgina Sullivan 
explained that two new op- 
tic screening devices pur- 
chased by the Lions Club 
will be used to test students’ 
eyesight. 

“It’s a non-invasive test 
that immediately detects 
problems,” she said. 

The device is held about 
three feet away from. the 
student’s face and screens 


the eyes in one second. It. 


then produces a report of 
any abnormalities that may 
have been detected such as 
unequal vision or cataracts. 

Sullivan said no eye 
drops are needed and the 
device provides a quick and 
less stressful screening. 

According to Sullivan, 
last fall the New England 
Mobile Eye Clinic came to 
the city to screen students. 
She noted that 42 students 
failed the eye exam and 13 
received glasses. Students 
are given glasses to keep in 
school and another pair for 
home. The mobile clinic has 
glasses on site for students 
to sample. 

Rita Bailey, the health 
services coordinator, said 
that nurses now provide 


“unprecedented” individual | 


services to students who 


_ otherwise may not be able 


to attend school. 

The health services de- 
partment also. screen for 
scoliosis, Body Weight 
Mass (BMI), weight, height, 
hearing and vision. 

Sullivan said 530 stu- 
dents in grades kindergarten 
through four were screened 


in two days. 

The health services de- 
partment also provides a 
mentoring program for 
freshmen where high school 


. Juniors and seniors are se- . 


lected to meet with a small 


group of freshmen or one-— 


on-one to ease the transition 
from middle school to high 
school.

«cur = pension costs, health 
Care costs , negotiated raises. 
“So that’s ‘what you kind’ of 


marble in first,” Koch said. 
“And then out of that, we 
look at what are the depart- 
ment needs. The department 
heads come in and I ask them 
what — I don’t want to call 
it a wish list — if there-was 


some money available, what 


would they prioritize. After 
level funding with raises, 


what would they look for to - 


advance the mission of that 
particular department? 
“We're still _—_ going 
through that process, liter- 
ally, right now.” — 

At the same time, city 
officials are. also forecast- 
ing revenue for the upcom-

money to hire additional 
firefighters that would en- 
able the Fire Department 
to keep its rescue truck in 
service on a more regular 
basis. ‘ 
“I’m looking at increas- 


ing fire personnel. I think . 


that in order to try to keep 
the rescue truck in service, 
rather than just trying to 
fund it through overtime, 
we're looking at perhaps an 
increase there,” Koch said. 
“But again, I haven’t nailed 


down the details yet.” 


The mayor said he is 
comfortable with the num- 
ber of officers in the Police 
Department, which has in- 
creased its ranks in recent 
years. 

~ “Police officers: we've 
brought up that level a cou- 


_ple years back, so I’m very 
- comfortable,” Koch. stated. 


“You can make: the argu- 
ment you. can always use 
more patrolmen — don’t get 
me wrong — but I’m very. 
comfortable for where we’re 
at for numbers in the Police 


Department.” 

The budget for the city’s 
school system will be drawn 
up by school administrators 
before going to the school 
board for review. 

“What happens with the 


school budget is I give them. 


the bottom line and then 
they look at their enroll- 


ment projections, they look 


at their needs.. Sometimes 


enrollment may go down 


at one school and go up at 
another, so a teacher may 
get shifted over,” Koch said. 
“We have a size limit for 
elementary classes, middle 
school and high school. We 
want to keep within those 


guidelines” 


As -part of the process, 
school officials will factor 
in raises for teachers. and: 
other employees as well as 
the number of teachers who 
are likely to retire at the end 
of the current year; new 
teachers start at lower sala- 
ries than the retiring ones 
they replace, freeing up ad- 
ditional money. 


“What happens in the 


school side is they get an 
increase in the budget based 
on the raises for all the 
unions over there, including 
the teachers, as well as step 


increases in the various con- 
tracts,” Koch said. “Then 
there is an estimate of how 


many teachers are going to 


be retiring next year, be- 
cause when a teacher retires 
you’re hiring a new teacher 
at a lower rate. That cre- 


- ates what we call breakage. 


We’ ve got to figure out what 
that number will be.” 
Overall, Koch said the 
city’s schools are in a good 
place with no major needs. 
“I think honestly we’re 
in a good place with the 
schools...There’s always 


somebody looking for some: 


new program. I get that, but 
we're in a good place right 
now. Class size is decent. 
Programs are going well,” 
Koch said. “There is no 
glaring need or weakness, I 
think, in the system, but that 
doesn’t mean we can’t build 
in some areas.” 

The five-year capital im-

The city, Koch said, is 
in the process of hiring an 
architect and engineer for 
the project; it is too early 
to know how much the im- 
provements themselves 
would cost.

“I would like to have the 
improvements in place for 
the start of the tourist season 
next year — so 2017,” Koch 
said.

The minimum age to purchase 
tobacco products in Quincy would 
be raised from 18 to 21 under a 
proposal introduced Monday night 
by City Councillor Noel DiBona 
in attempt-to curb smoking among 
minors.

~ Covered Trash Barrels 
One Way To Eradicate Rats

Health Commissioner 
Drew Scheele offered sever- 
al ways for residents can ad- 
dress a surge in rat sightings 
seen across the city, begin- 
ning with a simple solution: 
using covered barrels when 
leaving trash out for curb- 
side collection. 
~ “When you put your 
trash out, put your trash 
out in a covered barrel,” 
Scheele said. “You can put 
bags out, but when you put 
bags out it’s just an invita- 
tion for rats. Some houses, 
they don’t even use trash 
bags; they use 27 little Stop 
& Shop bags that are put 


out and they’re not even in, 


a barrel. 
“Covered barrels are, a 


: huge key. to it.” 


Scheele was called before 
the City Council Monday 


night to address the increase 
_in rat sightings, which start- 


ed about a year ago. In ad- 
dition to covering trash bar- 
rels, Scheele said residents 
should also maintain bird 
feeders and, make sure. no 
bird food is lying around on 
the ground, as well as take 


steps to reduce the amount 


‘of standing water on their 


property. 

Chris Walker, a spokes- 
man for Mayor Thomas 
Koch, told the council the 
administration is consider- 
ing implementing a_bar- 
rel. program like those in 
Braintree and . Weymouth, 
but such ‘a program could 
run into logistical issues in 
denser neighborhoods. _

“But the time is 


New Voting Machines 
Approved By Council

The City Council on 
Monday night approved the 
use of new voting machines, 


‘ starting with the state pri- 
‘mary election scheduled for 


Sept. 6. 
- The council on April 4 


- had approved appropriating 


$268,224 on new machines 
to tabulate votes at each of 
the city’s 31 precincts and 
new stations for residents to 
fill out their ballots in. 

Of that amount, $173 400 


_ was to be spent on 33 Im- 


ageCast voting machines to 
replace the Accuvote system 
previously being used by 


' the city. Joseph Shea, then 


the city clerk, had said. the 


. Aceuvote. machines were 


decertified by the state in 
2008; Quincy and other 
communities were allowed 


to continue using those ‘ma- - 
chines, but could not pur- 


chase new units. 

The state did not certify 
any new voting machines 
until last year, when it ap- 
proved two models, Shea 
said. Quincy then went out 
to bid for new equipment. 

Council approval was 
needed before the switch in 
voting machines could go 
forward. 

A separate vote to imple- 
ment the use of new voting 


booths will not be needed: 


Shea said the new voting 
pods the city is eyeing have 


four stations in which resi-_ 


dents can cast their ballots — 
including one that is handi- 
cap accessible. Each polling 
precinct will have four pods, 
for a total of 16 stations to 
vote at. ae 
The voting booths pres- 
ently used in the city were 
purchased in 1984. —

Cont’d From Page I 
raising this age. I think of all 
the children in high school — 
if your birthday is after Sept. 
1, you can turn 18 your se- 
nior year.” 

“I want to get some com-. 
munity input on this, see 
how the public feels about 
this matter, and at that time 
we can have more of a dis- 
cussion,” DiBona added. 

The proposed ordinance 
would prohibit the sale of 
tobacco and nicotine de- 
livery products, such as 
e-cigarettes, in the city to 
anyone under the age of 21. 
The ordinance would also 
ban health care institutions, 


including pharmacies, from - 


selling tobacco or nicotine 
delivery products. Educa- 
tional institutions — and re- 
tail establishments that lease 
space_ from them — would 
likewise be barred from sell- 
ing those products. 
DiBona’s legislation 
would also prohibit the sale 
of packages of cigarettes 
that contain fewer than 20 
cigarettes; sales of pack- 


ages containing four or 


fewer cigars would also be 


‘banned, unless the cigar had 
a wholesale price of more 


than $2 or a retail price of 
more than $2.50. Sales of 


flavored tobacco would be . 


allowed only in retail tobac- 
co stores — establishments 
that primarily sell tobacco 


and related products — and 


smoking bars. 
DiBona, in his ordinance, 
said more and more’ mi- 


nors in Quincy have begun: 


smoking cigars, even as cig- 
arette use among the city’s 
children dropped nearly 50 
percent between 1995 and 


2009. Teens, the ordinance © 


states, have turned to cigars 
because cigars sold individ- 
ually can be less expensive 
than cigarettes and some 
regulations that apply to 
cigarettes.— including bans 
on flavoring — do not apply 
to cigars. 

Stores caught selling to- 
bacco or nicotine delivery 
products to individuals un- 
der 21 would face a $200 
fine for a first offense under 


‘DiBona’s ordinance. The 
punishment would increase 
to a $400 fine and a seven- 
day suspension from sell- 
ing tobacco products for a 
second offense within two 
years; $600 and a 30-day 
suspension for a third of- 
fense; an $800 fine and 60- 
day suspension for a fourth 
violation; and revocation of. 
the permit to sell tobacco 


products after a fifth offense 


within a 24-month period. 
Needham in 2005 became 
the first Massachusetts com- 
munity to increase its smok- 
ing age to 21 and more than 
80 cities and towns have fol- 


‘lowed suit, including Bos- 


ton, whose board of health 
approved: 
smoking age in December. 
Other municipalities have 
increased the age to 19. 
Legislation pending on 
Beacon Hill would increase 


the smoking age to 21 


throughout the Bay State. 
If approved, Massachusetts 
would become the second 
state to increase its smoking 
age to 21, after Hawaii.

Thomas Crane Staff Adds Inclusion Training To Their List Of Skills

We may not think of 

them as superheroes, but 
librarians hold many of the 
same skills and abilities that 
we look for in times that call 
for individuals to step. for- 
ward and take command of 
situations. 

Resourcefulness is a 
given. For many of us want- 
ing to know more informa- 
tion about any subject, your 
friendly neighborhood li- 
brarian is the first resource 
we should consider. But 
what about crowd con- 
trol, conflict resolution and 
more? ; 

The staff at the Thomas 
Crane Public Library works 
in what is supposed to be a 
calm, quiet environment. 
We are trained as patrons 
from-the time we are young 
- to keep our voices hushed, 
to refrain from toe- or pen- 
cil-tapping too loudly and 
to generally have respect for 


the people around us. But the . 


royal “we” may not include 
us all, or may not include the 
specialized approach t to best 


tellectual or physical, who 
perhaps were never privy to 
those early lessons, or who 
may struggle with the social 
skills needed to understand 
expected library etiquette, 


an understanding of how to - 


best support this population 
may be needed. 

Phil Gay and Amy Drink- 
water lead the Adult Social 
Skills program at the Quin- 
cy Y, ideal for individuals 
with developmental disabil- 
ities: Each term they meet 
with their class and decide 


‘together what it is that they 


would like to do as a group. 
A while back, the group 


came tO an easy consen-- 


sus. They wanted to visit 
the Thomas Crane Public 
Library on a regular basis. 
And so they did. By now 
they have built great rela- 
tionships, indeed a wonder- 
ful history of collaboration 
with the library. 

But a notion arose in 
Phil’s head. Knowing that 
he and Amy would be reg- 
ularly leading a group of 
developmentally. »’disabled 
adults into the library, he 
wanted to be sure the library 
staff was properly prepared 
to deal with unexpected be- 
haviors or voices levels. He 
asked Lisa Drennan, the Y’s 
Association Director of In- 


clusion, to consider a train- 
ing day for the librarians on 
good inclusion practices. 

Those trainings took 
place in mid-April. 

. The librarians gathered in 
groups to discuss, in small 
groups, best practices for 
interacting with individuals 
who have issues communi- 
cating easily and effectively, 
or for heading off unneces- 
sary confrontations between 
patrons, such as when a third 


party complains that another 


individual is being too loud 
in his or her conversation 
with a librarian. 

At those times, said Dren- 
nan, the librarian can take 
advantage of the moment to 
teach good social interaction 
for all parties, and reinforce 
the notion that the library is 
an inclusive place, for the 
use of all patrons. 

For Drinkwater, the foun- 
dation was always there. The 


staff at the library was al- - 


ready professional, talented 


. and good at what they did, 


always welcoming of the 


-Adult Social Skills group. 


This training just deepened 
their skill set.

O’Donnell: First Quarter Shows Positive Real Estate Trends | 


After reviewing first 
quarter numbers, Register of 
Deeds William P. O’Donnell 
reports that there is general- 
ly overall good news when 
it comes to Norfolk County 
real estate activity with a 
few exceptions.

“With that said, total 
mortgage financing in- 
creased a whopping 39 per- 
cent to $4.0 billion.

The City Council ap- 
proved allocating $2.75 mil- 
lion from the proceeds of the. 
sale of the former Central 
_ Middle School to pay for 
cost overruns on the North 
High School campus expan- 
sion project after nearly two 
hours of deliberations Mon- 
_ day night. 

The council approved 
the appropriation in a pair 
of 6-1 votes — first in the 
- finance committee and then 
_ the full council — with Ward 

2 Councillor Brad Croall op- 
posed. Councillors Ian Cain 
and Brian Palmucci were 
not in attendance Monday. 

In 2014 the council ap- 
proved borrowing $12 mil- 
lion for the project, which 
includes the renovation of 
Teel Field and a 157-vehicle 
parking lot on Hunt Street 
to serve the field and the 
high school across the road. 
At the time, the city antici- 


pated using the money from 
the sale of Central to offset 
those costs, reducing the 
amount borrowed to about 
$9 million: 

‘Mayor Thomas Koch said 
the project’s cost increased 
by $2.75 million (22.9 per- 


cent), because of three: fac-. 
tors: the cost to purchase . 
nine homies was about $1° 


million more than expected, 

the decision to move electri- 

cal wires on Hunt Street un- 
derground at a cost of $1.2 
million, and bids for earth- 
work came in $500,000 over 
original estimates. 


“The unknown some- 


times complicates a proj- 
ect, and these things occur,” 
Koch told the council’s fi- 
nance committee. “We had 
that on this building (old 
city hall) and we dealt with 
that.

New bricks aren’t the only activity going on at the is- 
land this month. On Saturday, the island will be cleaned up 
and decorated with the American flags beginning around 
10 a.m. On Sunday, May. 22, the Sons of the American 
Legion will hold its annual Memorial Day observance at 
the island beginning at 1 p.m. 

At first, Moody said he was hopeful that 120 bricks 
would be ordered by Memorial Day. Now, it’s possi- 


ble that number, could double by the holiday later this - 


month. 

“T was iooking for 120 bricks. If we get 120 by Memo- 
rial Day that would be great. And here we go again,” he 
says, noting the sale of bricks has had a similar trajectory 
as the response for American flags after the island began 
in 2010. 

“Everything is just mushrooming. It’s taken off. One 
day you think it’s slowing down (brick orders) and the 
next it picks up again with even more.” 

It’s hard to imagine now what that island looked like 
before Moody and volunteers began the Flags for Veter- 
ans Island project in 2010. It was modest at first with just 
10 flags on Veterans Day six years ago this November. 
But soon the idea unfurled throughout the city. 

“We basically started doing the flags for the members 
of the Morrisette Post so by the following Memorial Day 
(2011) we got up to around 30 flags. Along with that I

We are being deceived 
when we are told that frack- 
ing gas is clean, renewable 
‘ energy. In reality it is dirty, 
carcinogenic and expen- 
sive. Hydraulic fracturing 
for gas involves piping 300 
chemicals and acids, which 
do not have to be document- 
ed, along with millions of 
gallons of water deep into 
bedrock to fracture the earth 
and release gas from shale. 
The process releases .radio- 
active material, radium 228 
and other toxins into the wa- 
ter and gas causing poison- 
ing of drinking water. 


As the dirty fracked gas . 


travels along pipelines an 
astronomical amount of 
methane, VOCs benzene, 
toluene, radon, nitrous oxide 
and many more toxic gasses 
are purged out at compres- 
sor stations, to make it clean 
enough to sell, while con- 
tributing to greenhouse gas- 
ses, and poisoning our air 
and atmosphere. 
Pipelines have to be con- 
stantly pigged to remove 
the toxic sludge. of lead, ra- 
dioactive material, VOCs... 


and dumped, poisoning our — 


Once. the planned pipe- 
line. is installed in Wey- 
mouth’s Fore River Basin 
and along the ocean floor 


“it will be connected to the 


planned Neptune LNG in 
federal waters close to Stell- 
wagen Bank, poisoning our 
fisheries. 

Spectra has a reputation 
for shoddy work, explo- 
sions, fires and environmen- 
tal destruction. Their pipe- 
lines fail at the same rate 
as pipelines that have been 
in the ground for 50 years. 
Governor Charlie. Baker’s 
plan for Massachusetts to 
pay for Spectra’s compres- 
sors and pipelines will make 
taxpayers liable when there 
is an environmental disas- 
ters, potentially destroying 
oureconomy.  - 

The Federal Energy Reg- 
ulatory Commission (FERC) 
has far more concern for the 
oil and gas industry than the 
health of US citizens. Due 


to what is known as the Hal- 


liburton Loophole fracking 
gas. does not have to abide 
by the rules of the Clean Air 


‘Act, Clean Drinking Waters 


Act, or the Clean Waters 
Act. The gas compressors at 
the Fore River Basin Water- 


way does not have to abide 


by MEPA. Most impor- 


tantly, compressor stations’ 
turbines are not required to 


monitor the tons and types 
of toxins being released so 
they are able to continue to 
deceive the public and sell 
fracking gas as clean en- 
ergy! . 

The LNG (liquid natu- 


- ral gas) we currently have 


shipped in is cheap, plen- 
tiful and far cleaner than 
fracking gas. The $8 bil- 
lion for ratepayers to fund a 
private company will limit 
our options and cause our 


fuel prices to spike. Those 


funds should instead be put 
towards promoting — solar 


and wind energy, recycling, 


& protecting our resources and 
' promoting an attitude of 


prudence in all things. © 
Our only hope is to have 
strong politicians. However, 
our Massachusetts _ politi- 
cians seem to be weaker 
than those of Flint, MI.

said National Park Service 
Northeast Regional Director 
Mike Caldwell. “Whether 
they are out for an after- 
noon, a school field trip, or 


‘a month-long family vaca-’ 


tion, visitors come to have 
a great experience, and end 
up spending a little money 
along the way. This new 
report shows that national 


park tourism is a significant 


driver in the national econo- 
my - returning $10 for every

307.2 - 
million park visitors in com- 
munities within 60 miles of 


_a national park. This spend- 


ing supported 295,000 jobs 
nationally; 252,000 of those 
jobs are found in these gate- 
way communities. The cu- 
mulative benefit to the U.S. 
economy was $32 billion. 

According to the 2015 
report, most park visitor 
spending was for lodging 
(31.1 percent) followed by 
foad. and beverages (20.2 
percent), gas and oil (11.8 
percent), admissions and 
fees (10.2 percent) and sou- 
venirs and other expenses 
(9.8 percent). 

Report authors this year 
produced an_ interactive 
tool. Users can explore cur- 
rent year visitor spending, 
jobs, labor income, value 
added, and output effects 
by sector for national, state,

Hepatitis. is an inflam- 

mation of the liver that may 
be caused by drugs, alcohol

D, or E: This is identified as 


viral hepatitis, and the most 
common forms are hepatitis 
A, B, and C. 

An estimated 4.4 million 
Americans ate living with 
chronic. hepatitis, most do 
not even know they are in- 


fected, but they can pass it | 


to other people. When they 
_ are finally diagnosed the 
majority have no idea how 
they acquired the disease. 
About 80,000 new infec- 


tions occur each year in the 


United States. 
Many people who have 
hepatitis. experience, . little 
or no symptoms. If symp-

However in 2014 the FDA

The medication is so power- 
ful it cures the disease for 
nearly all who take it. The 
once-daily pill, called Har- 


voni, is a combination of — 
the already approved drug - 


sofosbuvir (Sovaldi) and a 
new drug called ledipasvir. 

Viral hepatitis has _mul- 
tiple ways of invading the 
body, but you can take steps 
to reduce your risk of infec- 
tion at home and away: 

¢ Get your Hepatitis A 
and or B immunizations 

° Take Hepatitis precau- 
tions when traveling. Access 
to clean water is not univer- 
sal, and contaminated water 
can spread hepatitis A. 

¢ Practice safe sex to de- 
crease your risk of hepatitis. 

¢ Avoid high-risk shar- 
ing of personal items. Such 
high-risk behavior is a hepa- 
titis refuge because trace 
amounts of blood may re- 
main alive in a syringe or 


~ ona needle for a significant 


period of time. 
For the same reason, be 
sure that any needles used 


for tattooing body piercings, . 


or acupuncture are sterile. 
Disposable needles straight 
from an unopened package 
are the safest choice.

‘End the Stigma’ was the 
message effectively driven 
home at a recent substance 


abuse symposium held at” 


Quincy College and hosted 


by the school’s Addiction 


Awareness Club. 


Quincy Police Lt. De- 


tective Patrick Glynn was 
one of several symposium 
speakers who urged attend- 
ees to avoid stigmatizing 
abusers by using language 
like “junkie.” He encour- 
aged all to refer to an over- 
dose as a drug “poisoning,” 
and to identify a drug addict 
as “a substance abuser.” 
Glynn, who heads the 
Narcotics Unit of the Quin- 
cy Police Department said, 


“Substance abuse is a dis- 


ease, not a criminal act.” 
In referring to the current 
upswing and prevalence of 
substance abuse, Glynn in- 
dicated that two of his QPD 
officers, too, had lost chil- 
dren to overdoses. | 
Kristen McLauphlin, 
president of the Quincy Col- 
lege Addiction Awareness 
Club spoke candidly of her 
own addiction. “This is so 


‘important, to come together 


and to try to stop the stigma, 
to have everybody come to- 
gether as a community and 
try to educate each other and 
spread the word—this is a 
disease, so it can stopped.” 
On behalf of Mayor 


Thomas Koch, Larry Liuzzo, 


director of the city’s Con- 
stituent Services, pointed to 
the success of the Mayor’s 
Substance Abuse Task Forte 
and the leadership role it has 


taken in addressing the com- 


munity’s challenges . with 
substance abuse. — 

Liuzzo also spoke of the 
mayor’s expansion of sub- 
stance abuse education in 
the Quincy Public Schools 
to help students “steer away 
from making poor deci- 
sions” and to the opening of 
Quincy’s Phoenix House, an 
Intensive Treatment Center 


‘connected to the well-re- 


spected Gavin Foundation. 
Along with Quincy’s 
dedicated QPD, the May- 
or’s task force, established 
in 2008, has focused on 
education, enforcement and 
treatment and has become 
“a model for others in the 
region,” Liuzzo noted.

Amongst the early fig- 
ures of that task force was 
Reverend James Hawker, 
also a member of the Board 
of Governors at Quincy Col- 
lege. Hawker is active in the 
fight against addiction, vis- 
its prisoners on Sundays, 
Boston’s Gavin House on 
Saturdays, and was “in- 
spired” to see so many at the 
symposium. 

In his own fight against 
societal stigmatization 
Hawker said, “I grew up in a 
housing project in the South 
End and had the opportunity 
to get to know more than 


500 families in the neigh- 


borhood...I got to know 
people...God loves us all. 

“One of the great pains 
while getting clean is guilt, 
because they [substance 
abusers] ripped off loved 
ones while addicted.” In 
coaching abusers, Hawker 
encourages them to learn 
from experience and points 
to the three D’s necessary 
for recovery: Desire, Deter- 
mination and Discipline. 

Kevin Rosario, regional 
outreach representative for 
Gosnold on Cape Cod which 
offers end-to-end treatment 
services for the disease of 
addiction and who claims 
to speak of substance abuse 
“to anyone who will have 
me” asked, “How do we kill 
stigma?” - 

Rosario answered with 
“You counteract myths and 
false belief systems with 


facts and science. A lot of 


people think addiction is a 
moral thing, a choice thing- 


- -that it’s a weak person or 


a person who. may come 
from some sort of traumatic 
background. The old stigma 
would be ‘that prostitute 


over there’ or ‘that homeless 


guy with the brown bag.’ 
“People generalize like 
that . . . people used to think 


of them as an addict or a 


drug abuser, but that’s clear- 
ly not the case anymore. It’s 
professors, lawyers, doc- 
tors, mayor’s sons, educated 
people, religious people, un- 
educated people...it [drug 
abuse] breaks all socio- 
economic backgrounds—it 
doesn’t matter where you 
came from.” 


Rosario explained the na- _ 


ture of the disease, describ- 
ing how, with prolonged 
use, the brain stops naturally 
emitting ‘feel good’ chemi- 
cals when outside chemicals 
have been introduced--with- 
drawal becomes painful. He 
appealed for sympathy for 
those who are just trying to 
“not be sick. Try to hate the 
disease, not the person. 
“Sometimes it’s athletes, 
who got in accidents and le- 
gitimately started with pain 
medication and two months 
into their rehab the doctor 
says, ’I don’t think you need 
pain medication anymore,’ 
and there is no detox proto- 
col available and the person 
finds himself sick — a per- 


son who never had a drug 
problem or any underlying 
mental health issues, who 
literally just got addicted to 
opiates and finds himself in 


a position where he knows — 


not what to do. ey 

“Regardless of their 
pathway into it, most people 
are affected the same way. 
And 86 percent of people 
addicted to opiates say that 
they started with something 
else. People don’t just walk 
out of high school one day 
and go shoot heroin ‘cause 
they’re bored. That’s not 
what most people do...it’s 


a progression, attacking | the 


pleasure Si cole ” Rosario 
said. 
One of those who found 


herself progressing into sub- 


stance abuse was Quincy 
College student Marisa Car- 
son who was instrumental 
in forming the college’s Ad- 
diction Awareness Club and 
who is now serving as a Case 
manager for a detox center 
in Weymouth. Marisa spoke 
admiringly of the support 
she has received at the col- 
lege. “People in addiction 
don’t want to be there, re "She 
said. — 
According to the Ameri- 


can Society of Addiction 


Medicine, of the 21.5 mil- 
lion Americans 12 years old 
or older that had a substance 
use disorder in 2014, 19 
million of them involved 
prescription pain relievers 
and 586,000 had a substance 


use disorder involving hero- . 
in. 

QC student Tiffany Dot- 
ten, who is coming up on 
her second year of sobri- 
ety, is @ prime example of 
previous comments made 
at the conference regarding 
the stigma of addiction.

caller. She was visibly upset and said, “I want him out 
of here.”

to the third floor. Having probable cause to arrest the 
suspect for the defacement of his ex-girlfriend’s property 
moments earlier on Plymouth Avenue, Officer Foley told 
the suspect, “You’re under arrest, turn around and put 


your hands behind your back.” The suspect responded.

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Summer White House And Home Of 2 Presidents 


ik Quincy, the one who built 

railroads around New England 

and founded the cooperative bank 

movement in Massachusetts, was, 
in his boyhood, a frequent visitor to the 
mansion where John Adams, the second 
president of the United States, lived in 
retirement. 


Later, he wrote with wry amusement - 


about Sunday dinner with the aging pa- 
triarch of the Adams clan and his wife, 


Abigail, a dinner that inevitably began 


with a thick pudding made from boiled 
corn meal. 

“ it being thought desirable to take the 
edge off one’s hunger before reaching the 
joint,” wrote Quincy. 

“Indeed, it was considered wise to 
stimulate the young to fill thémselves with 
pudding, by the assurance that the boy 
who managed to eat the most of it should 
be helped most abundantly to the meat, 
which was to follow. 

“It need not be said that neither the 
winner nor his competitors found much 


room for meat at the close of their contest; ~ 


and so the domestic economy of the ar- 
rangement was very apparent.” 

Quincy, as a young Harvard law stu- 
dent, stopped by several times a week in 
summer to talk and read to the former 
President. He found the visits delightful. 
Indeed, the Adams of the cold and austere 
public mien was never more relaxed than 
he was at: his country home in Quincy. 

The original house, a small part of the 
present building, was built probably in 
1731 by Major Leonard Vassall, a wealthy 
West Indian sugar planter who lived in 
Cambridge and apparently used it for a 
summer place. 

His daughter, Mrs. Anna Borland, 
who was a Loyalist during the Revolu- 
tion, abandoned the house to leave with 
the British forces when they evacuated 
Boston in 1776. For a while it was used 
as a haven for rebel refugees fleeing the 
war zones. 


Mrs. Borland returned to reclaim the 


: house after the Revolution and John Ad- 


ams, then in Europe as the first American 
ambassador to London, purchased it fer 
600 pounds through the good offices of 
the Cotton Tufts of Weymouth, his wife 
Abigail's cousin. 

The Adamses were about to return to 
the United States after seven years abroad 
and Abigail was concerned that John’s 
books and papers and the furnishings they 
had acquired in Europe would not fit into 
their old farmhouse at the foot of Penn’s 
-Hill where they lived before. 

The deal was closed on Sept. 26, 
1787, and the deed is still on file in the 
Suffolk County Registry of Deeds in 
which the Adams purchase is specified 
as a house, barn and other buildings on 
seven acres of land with some 76 acres 
more scattered around the North Precinct 
of Braintree. 

There are indications that Abigail was 


_ first disappointed with her purchase. It was 


a lot smaller than she remembered it. 

“In height and breadth it feels like a 
wren’s house,” she wrote to her daughter, 
Abigail, the wife of Col. William-S. Smith, 
“Let Col. Smith come without heels to 
his shoes or he will not be able to walk 
upright.” 

Abigail and John Adams moved into the 
house, which they named “Peace field,” 
after his retirement from the presidency in 
1801 and lived there until they died. 

It was from the “Old House,” as the 
family called it, that John Adams carried 
on his long and increasingly warm cor- 
respondence with his old rival, Thomas 
Jefferson of Virginia, who had succeeded 
him in the presidency. In retirement, they 
became firm friends as they outlasted their 
contemporaries. . 

“Thomas Jefferson lives,” whispered 
John Adams as he lay dying in the Old 
House. He was wrong. Jefferson, in far 
away Monticello, Va., had preceded him in 
death by a few hours on the same day.

was some $3,000 less than architect 
Alexander Parris’s estimate - and dedi- 
cated Nov. 12, 1828, with John Quincy 
Adams, the sixth President of the United 
States holding Pew No. 1. 

Even before the church was dedi- 
cated, the mortal remains of his bene- 
factors, John and Abigail Adarns, were 
transferred to tombs in the crypt of the 
church and, in 1852, the bodies of John 
Quincy Adams and his wife, Louisa, 
joined them. 

It is the only ‘church in the United 
States in which two Presidents are 
buried. The only other church in which 
a President is buried is the Episco- 
pal Cathedral in Washington, D.C.,

enry, the first Adams in 
Quincy, is buried there. 

So is the Rev. John Hancock, 
Jr., father of the first signer of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
And Colonel John Quincy, for 
whom the city is named. 

But of all the-800 graves in 
the Hancock Cemetery, the Old 
Burying Ground of Colonial 
Quincy; one of the most intrigu- 
ing is marked by a tombstone 
bearing this cryptic epitaph: 

“Erected to the memory of 
Joba R. Grieve: Died Nov. 12, 
1850, age 22 years, and Han- 
nah Banks, his wife, died Nov. 
12, 1850, age 15 years. Both 
of Zanesville, Ohio. Deluded by 
the writings of A.J. Davis.” 

The mystery of “Johrrand 
Hannah has never been fully 
solved. 

They came to Quincy in 
1850, not as man and wife, but 
as male cousins, John Green 
and George Sands. They ob- 
tained work in a shoe factory but 
rarely left their lodgings on Elm 
St., spending long hours reading 
books on spiritualism. 

Co-workers thought _ that 
George Sands looked frail, al- 
most effeminate. It was widely 
suspected that “he'\was a girl. 
A scheme was devised to test 
the theory. 

One day at lunch one of the 
shoe workers tossed George an 
_apple. A man would catch it by 


closing his legs; a woman by 


spreading her skirt. Guess what 


“George” did! 
Humiliated, John and_Han- 
nah never went back to the fac- 


tory. Nor did they ever return: 


to the house on Elm St. Their 
frozen bodies were found next 


spring by rabbit hunters on’ 


Penn’s Hill, locked in a loving 
embrace. 

Several months later, the fa- 
ther of John Grieve arrived from 
Ohio to bury the young couple. 
It was he who directed the words 
to be chiselled on the headstone. 
He explained no further. 

A.J. Davis was never identi- 
fied for sure. But Andrew Jack- 
son Davis, a spiritualist, hypno- 
tist and faith healer, was then 
practicing in Boston. 

Among the belongings ieand 
in the Elm Street lodgings were 
these words, written by 15-year- 


~ old Hannah Banks: 


_ “To the oppressed and down- 
trodden, to the suffering and af- 


flicted, | would cry out...Death” 


is only an event, only a circum- 
stance in the eternal life experi- 
ence of the human soul. Death 
is simply a birth into a new and 
perfect state of existence.” 

Not far from the grave. of 
John and Hannah is a tomb 
bearing words that cry out of an 
earlier injustice: 

“Three precious friends un- 
der this tombstone lie.

The tomb with its hidden 
message contains the family of

tion of religious opponents and 
jealous colleagues for permit- 
ting Harvard to “languish and 
decay.” Eight months later, in 
November 1675, he was dead 


at 45: 


In 1975; the same e General 
Court, now of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, righted 
the 300-year-old wrong done 
to the Rev. Mr. Hoar by “pro- 
claiming and confirming his in- 
nocence of any misdeeds while 
president of Harvard College.”

e came to. Quincy as.a boy of . 


7;,grew to young manhood on 
a bane Quincy Point, learned 
& the granite-cutters’ trade, and 
left at the age of 26 to win fame and for- 
tune in stone in New York City. 
‘That was the last Quincy heard of 
- Thomas Crane for half a century until 
one February day in 1880, five years 
after his death, when his son, Albert, ap- 
"peared with $20,000 with which to build 
a memorial — preferably a library — 
his father. 
“My father always retained a strong 
feeling for the town of Quincy,” was his 
only explanation. 
Albert Crane himself chose the man 
to design the building, Henry Hobson 
Richardson, grandson of ‘the ‘English sci- 


_ entist Dr. Joseph Priestly and the ae 


architect of the day. - 

_ His reputation was so formidable that 

he was able to tell Crane, “I cannot guar- 

antee that the building, when completed, 

shall conform to (your) ideas of beauty and 

taste,” and still get the job. 

_ Richardson’s Romanesque building, 
‘which now houses a periodical reading 
room and two quiet study rooms, was 
dedicated on May 30, 1882, with the 
principal oration delivered by Charles 
‘Francis Adams, Jr., chairman of the Board 
of Trustees. 

It was Adams who gave the library 
its name. Albert Crane wanted it to be 
“The Quincy Free Public Library.” Adams 
insisted on “The Thomas Crane Public 
Library.” 

“Who's giving the building?” asked 
Albert Crane. 

“You are, but you wouldn’t have if it 
hadn't been.for me,” said-Adams, who was 
used to having his way around Quincy, 
and that was that. 
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President John Adams’ modest collec- 
tion of books was housed in the library 
until 1893, when it was discovered that in 
11 years only two persons, one of them 
Charles Francis Adams, Jr., had asked to 
see them. They were then transferred to 


the Boston Public Library. 


At the start, Richardson’s magnificent 
building was all but hidden behind a grain 
store, a hotel, an office building and four 
homes that lined Washington St: 

Albert Crane; however, was a persistent 
man and, by the time he died in 1917, 


he had purchased and torn down all the 


buildings, leaving a broad expanse of open 
space to enhance the library.

World War I intervened and, in a burst 
of patriotism — “Food will win the war,”

Albert Crane also put up $64,000 to 
build the Spear St. wing of the library in 
1907-08 and the Crane family gave yet

A new $18 million addition that almost 
doubled the size of the existing library was 


completed in the.spring of 2001. The. - . 
project was funded by the City of Quincy, 


with grants from the Massachusetts Board 
of Library Commissioners, the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission and nearly $1 
million in private donations. 

The new wing was dedicated in 2005 


-as the Mayor James A. Sheets Building.

uincy Homestead, often called 
the Dorothy Quincy Homestead, 


is a grand 17th and 18th century 


mansion sited on almost two acres of 
~ tree-shaded lawn. : 

A National Historic Landmark, the 
Quincy Homestead is significant for its 
role in early American history, for its 


architecture, and for its Quincy family: 


association. The property is located at 
the corner of Hancock Street and Butler 
Road in Quincy. It is part of the original 
land that Edmund Quincy acquired for a 
farm in the 1630s. 

- _ The present house, dating from 1686, 
was enlarged and enhanced over a pe- 
riod of more than 200 years. Its majestic 
Georgian frontispiece and gambrel roof, 
with distinctive dormer windows, give the 
building a stately and ea ies appear- 
ance, 

The Homestead ee as a home for 
five generations of Quincys, one of the 
leading families of Massachusetts. Their 
progeny include President John Quincy 
Adams and Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
Leading up to the American Revolution, 
it was a meeting place for many Ameri- 
can patriots including John Adams, Jo- 
siah Quincy and John Hancock. The 
~ house was the childhood home of Doro- 
thy Quincy Hancock, the first First Lady 
of Massachusetts and the wife of John 
Hancock, the president of the Second 
Continental Congress, the first signer of 
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~ Dorothy Quincy Homestead: A Grazia Mansion 


the Declaration of lndetendenes. and the 
first governor of the: Commonwealth. 


The Quincy Homestead represents 


three architectural periods. 

In 1686, the original kitchen area and 
bedchamber above were built. In 1706, 
extensive additions were made, and finally 
in the mid-18th century the current form 
emerged. It is one of the few houses in 
Massachusetts in which the elements of a 
17th century building are still clearly vis- 
ible, although they are surrounded by a 
later style. 


The house is an excellent illustration of 


how architectural styles developed during 
the colonial period. It is furnished with 


~ period antiques and artifacts that provide 


an intriguing historical record of daily life 
in a house dating back three centuries. 

Quincy Homestead was an early suc- 
cess for historic preservation in Massa- 
chusetts and is an ongoing example of 
public-private partnership. 

In 1904, The National Society of the 
Colonial Dames of America in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts purchased 
the Quincy Homestead and then entered 
into a long-term cooperative relationship 
with the Commonwealth whereby the 
Commonwealth would own the property 
and maintain the exterior of the house 
and grounds. The Dames agreed to fur- 
nish and maintain its interior and to inter- 
pret its important history for visitors. 

This relationship continues today.

great-uncle, Col. 
Quincy, in a window of his 
mansion overlooking Wollaston 
Beach and watched the tall masts of 170 


. ships stand slowly out to sea. If was March 


17, 1776. The British were evacuating 
Boston. 
But even in ‘triumph there was tragedy. 


. Aboard the departing ships were more | = 


thant 1,000 Loyalists, Americans who had 
chosen King above country, and one of 
them was Abigail’s cousin, Samuel Quincy, 
the Colonel’s only remaining son, an 
avowed Tory. 


“Il take a long farewell,” his sister, Han- 


nah, wrote to him for one last time. “Let . 


it not be published that a brother of such 
brothers fled from his country. Can you 
expect to walk uprightly now? Can you take 
fire in your bosom and not be bumed?” 


Two of Col.. Josiah Quincy’s sons had ~ 


died young. Now he had no more. 

But there was no time for regrets. The 
work of revolution had begun.. The second 
floor of the house at what is now 20 Muir- 
head St., Wollaston, was a lookout from 
which the 66-year-old Colonel spied on 
British ship movements for his friend, Gen. 
George Washington. 

A few months before, Col. Quincy 
watched the Royal Governor, Gen. Thomas 
Gage, depart and he scratched on a pane 
of window glass the reminder:- “Oct. 10, 
1775, General Gage sailed for England | 
with a fair wind.” 

This time he remained in the window for 
three days as the British tall ships moved 
restlessly about the Harbor as if reluctant 
to leave. Finally, on March 20, the last of 
them passed through the roadstead and 
out te sea.

Eliza. Susan Quincy and her five attractive 


- daughters. 


_The house was built in 1770 by the old 
Colonel himself, the first in a line of six 
Josiahs. It was said that, while most fami- 
lies passed their line-from sire to son, the 
Quincys went from ‘Siah to ‘Siah. 

But, while there were six Josiahs and 
innumerable Edmunds, the city was named 
for yet another member of the prolific family 
— Col. John Quincy, the great-grandfather 
of John Quincy Adams, sixth president of 
the United States. 
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The house, which was painted yellow 
for many years, recently underwent a con- 
version to beige to-more accurately reflect 
how it looked in the 1880s when another 
Eliza Susan Quincy, a historian, began to 
chronicle information pertaining to the 
house and family. 

Eliza Susan kept journals, inventoried the 
contents of the house and persuaded rela- 
tives to return heirlooms so that the house 
could become a museum of Quincy family 
history.. Her work initiated the process that 
led to the preservation of the house by the 
Society for the Preservation of New England 
Antiquities (SPNEA).

Why We Pronounce It ‘Quin-zee’ 


Why do we pronounce Quincy “Quin- . 


zee” when just about everyone else in the 


country refers to it as “Quin-see?” 


There are 19 other Quincys in the 
U.S., but they pronounce it “Quin- 
see.” 

Can they be right and we be 
wrong? 

Not according to Quincy’s late city 
historian, William C. Edwards, who 
never budged an inch whenever the 
argument ever came up. And it still 
comes up. 

The reason we pronounce it “Quin- 
zee” is very simple. 

“That's the way the Quincy family 
he used to explain. 
“The original Quincy family, which 


settled here at Mount Wollaston, pro- 
nounced it ‘Quin-zee,’ including Col. 
John Quincy after whom Quincy, 
Mass.—the first Quincy—was named 
in: 1792" 

Colonel Quincy was the great grand- 
father of sixth President John Quincy 
Adams. 

Apparently, all 19 other Quincys in 
the U.S. were named after John Quincy 
Adams. : 

And, apparently the early settlers of 
those communities thought John Quincy 
pronounced it John “Quin-see.” 

Anyway, that is how Edwards ex- 
plained it. 

Seems like a sound argument. 
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- The note from the young housewife, 


struggling to survive with her four 


children on the farm in the North Pre- 
cinct of Braintree (now Quincy), to her 
husband participating in momentous 


events so far away, was both playful 


and serious.. 

“In the new code of laws which I 
suppose it will be necessary for you to 
make,” she wrote, “I desire you would 
remember the ladies and be more gener- 
ous and favourable to them than se 
ancestors. . 

“Do not put such: ‘unlimited } wer 
into the hands of husbands. Remember, 
all men would be tyrants if they could. 

“If particular care and attention is not 


paid to the ladies, we are determined to - 
foment a rebellion, and will not hold’ 


ourselves bound by any laws in which we 
have no voice;-no representation.” 

The husband, of course, could not 
fulfill his wife’s desires for it was the 


nature of the times that the woman 


was destined to be subordinate to the 
man. Nor did his feisty wife foment any 
rebellion. 

But, ona personal level, the husband 


“and his young wife were to be caught ~ 


up as equal partners in one of history’s 
most significant turning points — the 
American-Revolution and the founding 
of the first great and lasting republic. 

They seemed to be mismatched at first, 
the lady and her would-be .tyrant. 

Abigail Smith, known to friends as 
“Nabby,” the unschooled but, well-read 
minister’s daughter from nearby Wey- 
mouth, granddaughter of Col. John 
Quincy, selectman, speaker of the Mas- 
sachusetts House and commander of the 
local militia. 

John Adams, the son of a Braintree 
farmer and shoemaker, grandson of the af- 
fluent Boylston family of Boston, Harvard- 
educated, sometime school teacher and a 
rising attorney at law. 

Yet together they formed a team, each 
supplying something lacking in the other, 


+ aunion that propelled John into the role 


of second president of the United States 


« and produced a son, John Quincy Adams, 


who became the sixth. 

The couple came together, John once 
said, “like magnet and steel.” 

They. married in 1764 when Abigail 
was 19 and John was ten years older and 
just beginning to earn a reputation as a 
colonial malcontent by arguing against 
taxation without representation in court 
before the royal governor. 

Later, John, who placed justice above 
expediency, disappointed the firebrands 
among them, including his cousin, Sam- 
uel Adams, by defending in court Capt. 
Thomas Preston and the British soldiers 
charged in what came to be known as 
the Boston Massacre. All but two of them 
were acquitted. 

John was called to Philadelphia in 
1774 as a Massachusetts delegate to the 
First Continental Congress and Abigail and 
her four children, Susannah, John Quincy, 


~ Thomas and ‘Charles, were left to run the 


100-acre farm at the foot of Penn’s Hill. 
It turned out to be a long job. . 
For most of the Revolutionary War, 


John was in Philadelphia helping to. 


found a new nation — it was he who 
recommended George Washington as 
commander-in-chief and Jefferson to write 
the Declaration of Independence — or in 
France and Holland, seeking loans and 
recognition from foreign governments. 


Once,. during a prolonged absence in 


the darkest days of the fighting, the long- - 


suffering Abigail wrote to her husband: 
“Difficult as the day is, cruel as this war 
has been, separated as I am, on account 
of it, from my dearest connection in life, 
I would not exchange my country for the 


wealth of the Indies, or ag any other than 


an American.” 
At one point in their marriage, after 
the war was won and John was in Paris 


seeking to cement relations between the. 
“fledgling United States and French court 


of Louis XVI, he sent for Abigail and she 


made the exhausting Trans-Atlantic trip © 


to meet her husband. 


They hadn’t seen each other in five 


years. 
Even when he was howe briefly on 


the farm, John had things to do and. 


people to see that took him away from 


Abigail’s side. He joined with his cousin - 


Samuel and James: Bowdoin in 1779 to 
write the Massachusetts constitution, a 
model for the American document, in his 
home in Braintree. Then it was off again 
to Europe. : 

John returned home, for good, he 
thought, in 1788 after serving a term as 
the first American ambassador to Great 
Britain only to find that his country still 
had need for his talents. He was chosen 
as the new nation’s first vice president, a 
poor choice on his part. 

“My own situation is almost the only 


_one in the world today in which firmness 


and patience are useless,” he poured out 
his restlessness to Abigail. “(It is) the most 
insignificant office that ever the inven- 
tion of man contrived or his imagination 
conceived.” 


When the first president, George Wash- ~ 


ington, decided two terms were enough, 
John was elected the second president 
by three’ electoral votes over Jefferson, 
who became vice president of a country 
that was dividing into two political parties, 
Federalist and Democratic-Republican. 
John and Abigail were the first presi- 


dential couple to live in the yet unfinished 


White House, which was known then as 
the Presidential Palace, and Abigail won 


a special spot in White House folklore by 


hanging her laundry in the East Room, 
where warmth gave it a better chance of 
drying. 


_ The Adams administration was marked 


by the threat of war with France, whose 
bloody revolution had helped divide the 
nation into pro-French Democratic- 
Republicans and pro-British Federalists, 


and passage of the unfortunate Alien and - 
Sedition Acts, drastically curtailing free- 


speech and immigration. 

Jefferson, the Democratic-Republican, 
defeated Adams, the Federalist, the sec- 
ond time around in 1800, and the political 
rivalry between the two Founding Fathers 
was so bitter that John refused to stay in 
Washington for Jefferson’s inaugural. 

Finally, John’s service to his country 
came to an end and he and Abigail were 
able to return to a new and larger home, 
which they named “Peace field,” in the 
North’ Precinct, which had now broken 
away from Braintree to become the town 
of Quincy (population 1,081), named for 


- Abigail’s grandfather. 


When Jefferson left the presidency 
after two terms, Abigail assumed the 
role of peacemaker between the two old 
friends and, thanks to her efforts, the two 
former presidents were reconciled in their 
later years.

Abigail died of a stroke in 1818 after 
54 years of marriage and it was as if John 
himself had departed with her. 

“The bitterness of death is past,” he 
wrote. “The grim spoiler so terrible to hu- 
man nature has no sting left for me.” 

Both John and Thomas Jefferson, his 
fellow Founding Father and rival, died on 
July 4, 1826, the 50th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Independence, Jefferson a 
few hours before Adams. 

John and Abigail, along with their 
son, John Quincy, and his wife, Louisa 
Catherine, are entombed in the crypt of

bigail Adams was awakened at

The panorama of the Bay, a shimmer- 
ing blue in the sunshine, spread out before 
them, the tiny houses on the three hills 
of Boston and, beyond, the black smoke 
rising in billows. 

“Good God,” exclaimed Abigail, “they 
are burning Charlestown!” 

The scene etched itself forever in John 
Quincy’s memory. 

The early days of the Revolution were 
times of turmoil in Old Braintree and its 
North Precinct, which was later called 
Quincy. 

Abigail’s husband, Jon. was away

the needs of four small children: Abigail, 
John Quincy, Charles, 5, and Thomas

There were days of alarm as the British, oe 


penned up in Boston by the brand new 
Continental Army, foraged up and down 


the coast for supplies. Refugees from - 


occupied Boston and the inner towns of 
Dorchester and Roxbury sometimes slept

- As the wife of a member of Congress, 
Abigail was a center of attention. The 
house on the Coast Road was a favorite 
stopping place for travelers to Plymouth. 
Politicians up from Philadelphia made it 
a point to stop by for a visit with John 
Adams’ wife. 

Abigail was invited to visit Gen. George 


* Washington’s headquarters at Winter Hill. 


The aristocratic Washington was suspect 
among New Englanders. He was a Virgin- 
ian; he was an Anglican; and, it'was said; 
he held slaves. But John Adams liked him 
and Abigail was soon charmed. 

One day, young John Quincy came 
home to find his Uncle Elihu melting down 
Abigail’s pewter spoons in the kitchen 
to make bullet molds. He looked at his 
mother and she looked back at him and 
something indefinable passed between 
them.

In Nantes, Louisa attended 


a convent school run by nuns . 
_and thought of herself as Catho- 


lic and: French in culture. She 


spoke French fluently and had to 


learn: English all over when the 
family returned to London after 


. the war in the colonies ended. 


Becoming-an Anglican confused 
her so much that she fainted in 
her first visit to the altar. 

Louisa first met her future

John Quincy was old enough to

John the elder, now the 
president, was concerned that 
his son was about to marry “a 
foreigner,” and Abigail called 
in to remind her son that the 
choices he made now might in- 
terfere with his political future. 
She even sent letters to Louisa 
pointing out the importance of 
economy and lack of frivolity re- 
quired of an Adams wife.

Nevertheless, John Quincy 
and his Louisa were married 
July 26, 1797, in-London. The 
ceremony called for little more 


. than a paragraph in John Quin- 


cy’s voluminous diary. 

“At nine this morning, I went, 
accompanied by my brother, to 
Mr. Johnson’s, and thence to 
the church of the parish of All 
Hallows Barking where I was 
married to Louisa Catherine 
Johnson, second daughter of 
Joshua Johnson and Catherine 
Johnson, by Mr. Hewlett. 

“We were married before 
eleven in the morning.” 

They barely had time to set 
up housekeeping in London be- 
fore John Quincy was off to the 
continent as minister to Prus- 
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sia. Louisa was in her element 
in Europe. She made friends 
with the Prussian royal family. 
But she miscarried their first 


child and was subject to fainting _ 


spells and fevers. Her husband, 
engrossed in diplomacy, ignored 


“her needs. 


She came to the United 
States for the first time in 1801, 
landing in Quincy, the very heart 
of Adams country. John, now 
an ex-president, found that he 
rather liked her but Abigail still 
doubted her qualifications to be 
an Adams wife. 

“To a woman like Mrs. Ad- 
ams,- equal to every occasion 
in life, | appeared like a maud- 
lin, hysterical fine lady,” wrote 
Louisa. 


A year later, “John Quincy. 
‘was elected to the U.S. Senate 


as a Federalist and the fam- 


ily was on the move again, this" 


time to Washington. Out from 


‘under Abigail’s thumb, Louisa 


blossomed, turning her home 
into a social salon for politi- 
cians and diplomats.

Instead, President 
Madison assigned him to Ghent, 
Belgium, to help negotiate the 
treaty ending the War of 1812. |

But it was not 
to be. It took a year for 
her husband to catch his 
breath, then. once again 
duty-called and he ran and 


was elected to the House 


of Representatives, first as 
a candidate of the National 
Republican Party and then 
as a Whig. 

John Quincy's great 
cause was anti-slavery 
and Louisa worked closely 
with her husband for the 
cause, even branching out 
to women’s rights, equat- 
ing the status of American 
-women with that of Amer- 
ican slaves and keeping up 
a lively correspondence 


- with advocates of wom- 


en’s rights. 
John Quincy served in 


the House for 17 years 
before he was _ stricken 
on the floor of Congress 
and died Feb. 23, 1848: 
Louisa remained in Wash- 
ington, suffering a stroke 
a year later. She died May 
15, 1852, at the age of 77 
and was buried alongside 
of John Quincy, John and 
Abigail in the United First 
Parish Church in Quincy.

Preserving 
and communicating the . 


full range of that- history 
has been the mission of 
Quincy: Historical Society 
for more than a century. 

As a community-based 
organization, the Histori- 


cal Society has evolved 


with the city. When it 
was founded in 1893, the 
Society already displayed 
an open spirit, having no 
membership requirements 
other than interest and 
welcoming everyone. But 
its emphasis in the first 


years was on preserving 


the early colonial and Rev- 
olutionary heritage. 
By the early. 1900s,

er Shipyard had an impact 
on the life of the city and 
on world events. And from 
local roots, Howard John- 
son and Dunkin’ Donuts 
had a remarkable’ impact 
on American culture. 


Our research library, . 


on the second floor of 
the Academy, offers the 
opportunity for more de- 
tailed exploration of spe- 
cific subjects. Much of 
the material—pamphlets, 
publications. for specific 
occasions, images, maps, 
manuscripts—is rare and, 
in many instances, unique. 
The collections on the 
granite industry and on 
Fore River are particularly 


tied But the library’s 
resources also cover small- 


. bore topics: neighborhood 


histories, histories of local 
organizations, even, often, 
some of one’s own family 
history. 

The Society’s work ex- 
tends beyond the physical 
space of the Academy. 
We present an education 
program in every third and 


fourth grade in the Quincy

~Thomas Morton's Merry Time At Merrymount | 


t was a strange tab- 

leau that took place 

that May day in 1627 

on the hill over- look- 
ing Boston Bay in a land 
where the righteous Pil- 
grims ruled. 

There were the English 


adventurers (don’t ever - 


call them colonists) from 
across the sea, and the lo- 
cal Indians, or what was 
left of them after a visit 


from the plague, curious: 


to witness this strange 
white man’s way. 
Together they stripped 


' an.80-foot pine tree of its 


bark, hauled it to the top 
of the hill, attached a rack 
of buckhorn to its peak 
and raised it on the hill 
called. Ma-re Mount (hill 
by the sea) or more com- 
monly Merrymount. 

Then they. broke out 
the beer and cider and, 
Englishman and _ Indian 
together, they danced 


around their Maypole‘in a 
. hedonistic ritual that was 
guaranteed to leave the 
Pilgrims, 40 miles away in 
Plymouth, aghast. 

“Drinke and be merry, 
merry, merry boyes,”~- 


wrote their leader. 
“Let all your delight be 
in hymen’s joyes...uncov- 
er thy head, and fear no 
harme, for here’s good li- 
quor to keep it warm.” 
- “Lasses in beaver coats 
come away. Ye shall be 
welcome to us night and 


day.” 
The leader was Morton 
of Merrymount, a man 


whose name, rightly or’ 


wrongly, has lived on in 
infamy. 

Thomas - Morton ° of 
Clifford’s Inn Gent., as 
he signed himself, first 
arrived in the area that 
became known as Old 


‘ Braintree and later Quincy 
in 1622 as secretary to - 


Andrew Weston, founder 
of the Wessagusset colony 
in nearby Weymouth. __ 

The Wessagusset colony 
did not survive but Morton, 
a lawyer and. sportsman 
as well as a merrymaker, 
could not forget the clear 
streams that teemed with 
fish and the forests that 


‘abounded with game in 


the new land. 
He was back again in 
1625 as a minor partner 


in a trading venture led 
by a Captain Wollaston, 
a man so obscure that his 
first name has been lost in 


nearly 400 years of his- ” 


tory, although modern re- 
search by historian Hobart 


Holly has indicated it was 


probably Richard. 
Captain Wollaston was 
so disappointed by the 
lack of business opportu- 
nity in New England that 
he packed up his partners 
and most of their inden- 


tured servants and left for 


greener fields in Virginia, 


leaving Lieutenant Fitcher 


in charge. - 
Morton stayed behind, 


too, and it wasn’t long: 


before Fitcher was ousted 
and Morton, who was de- 
scribed by the Pilgrim’s 
Governor William Brad- 
ford as a man with “more 
craft than honesty,” - be- 
came The Man, and im- 
mediately proclaimed him- 
self “Lord of Misrule.” 

‘In the words of Gov- 
ernor Bradford, he main- 
tained “a school of athe- 


ism,” his people spent - 


their time “quaffing and 
drinking — in great excess” 


and they were “inviting Ine 
dian women for their con- 
sorts, dancing and _frisk- 
ing together — and worse 
practices.” 

And, worst of all, Mor- 


ton and his men were 


trading guns and rum to 
the Indians in exchange 
for pelts and were train- 
ing said Indians in the use 
of firearms so they could 


-hunt for more pelts, a 


move that frightened the 
wits out of the Pilgrims. 
Could it be that, far 


from the “Lord of Misrule” 


as he claimed, Morton was 


just a sharp businessman,. 


the Sam Walton of his 
day, who cut into Plym- 
outh’s profits by treating 
the Indians more or less 
like equals and joining in 
their fun and games. Ei- 


ther way, it was plain that 


Morton had to go. 

Thus is was that in the 
spring of 1628, Captain 
Myles Standish — an angry 


‘little man of unimposing 


stature whom Morton de- 
rided as “Captain Shrim- 
pe” —and an army of eight 


men were dispatched to” 


Merrymount to solve the 
problem once and for all. 
It turned out to be an easy 
task. 

Morton knew they were 
coming and prepared to 
resist. But the. night-long 
preparations soon turned 
into a party and when 


Standish and his soldiers 


arrived at dawn, the de- 
fenders’ of Merrymount 
were too drunk to resist 
and surrendered without 


firing a shot. 


That was the Pilgrims’ 
version. In his memoirs, 
Morton insisted he was 
ready to fight but his men 
turned out to be a coward- 
ly lot and he had to give 


up the struggle in order to. 


avoid bloodshed and was 


beaten up for his pains 


by the victorious Pilgrim 
army of eight. 
Whatever, Morton was 
arrested and taken to 
Plymouth where Standish 
wanted him hanged. But 
gentler heads prevailed 
and he was put aboard a 
ship for England, an ac- 
tion that so enraged the 
captain that he had to be 


restrained. 
Back in London, Mor- 
ton was charged with dis- 


turbing the safety of the 


Plymouth colony but the 
charges were dropped 
when he presented him- 
self to the Crown as a 
good Anglican who was 
persecuted by those dis- 
senters from Plymouth. _—- 

The trading post at 
Merrymount was allowed 
to remain but, in 1629, a 
sterner opponent arrived 
on the scene in John Endi- 
cott and the Puritans, who 
established the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony in Bos- 
ton, a scant 10 miles from 
the hill beside the bay. 

Endicott ordered Mor- 
ton’s Maypole cut down, 
which it was, and the 
name of his trading post 
changed from Merry- 
mount to Mount Dagon 
after the Biblical sea god 
of the Philistines, which it 
wasn't. ©

City Hall joins the United First Parish 


Church, Granite Trust Building, The Ad- 
ams Academy, Crane Library, Bethany 


Congregational Church and the newly 
restored Coddington Hall in an amazing 
group of wonderfully designed buildings 
about which any City or Town would 
have every right to be boastful. 
Completed in 1844 and designed by 
Solomon Willard, father of the Quincy 
Granite Industry, this handsome civic 
building constructed of Quincy granite is 
in the very last phase of its rehabilitation 
with only minor cosmetic issues remain- 


ing to be completed. 
The restoration process actually be- 


gan in 2010 when Mayor Koch realiz- 


ing that the building was badly in need of 
upgrades and repairs initiated a study to 
report on conditions within and without 
the building. The state of the Old City 
Hall was determined to be worse than 
anticipated and eventually the building 
was emptied of its workers and the plan- 
ning and implementing of the restoration

to replace old non-code. 


conforming and deterio- 
rated wood members. A 
new slate roof has been 
installed, the granite walls 
repaired and pointed with 
-new mortar and new win- 
dows and shutters adorn 
the building’s exterior. 

On the interior of Old 
City Hall concealed behind 
new finishes are modern 
heating, ventilating and 
air-conditioning systems 
as well as new plumbing 
and fire alarm and sprin- 
kler systems. Lighting 
components and _associ- 
ated wiring are all up to 
date code-wise and are 
energy efficient. 

The glass and granite 
addition at the rear of Old 
City Hall houses a new 
entry lobby, an elevator to 
provide accessible access 
to the entire building and 
a new stairway to allow a 
second, code conforming 
egress from the second 
and third floors of the ad- 
dition. This new append- 
age to the original build- 
ing was conceptualized 
as a building element that 
would not detract from 


or impose spatially upon 
the original building. It 
was believed that adding 
an element constructed 
of “solid” materials to the 
end of the historic 55’ x 
85’ structure would alter 
the proportions of Mr. 
Willard’s masterpiece thus 


“spoiling his original design 


intent. The use of glass 
as a material to abut :the 
1844 ,structure afforded 
a number of benefits. 
Glass provided a transpar- 
ent material that while 
providing the needed en- 
closure for the interior 


-spaces also allowed the 


original building to main- 
tain its own presence and 
did not compete with the 
stately existing granite fa- 
cade and handsome clas- 
sical revival details. Sec- 
ondly, the transparency of 
the glass allowed people 
views through the lobby to 
the tremendously historic 
Hancock. Burial Ground, 


another city treasure and 


listed in the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Places. 
Further, the glass and the 
two story atrium space in 
the new lobby afforded 
views of the rough ashlar

rear wall of the original 
building, a view not seen 
for one hundred years be- 
cause of a series of unfor- 
tunate and unsightly ad- 
ditions to City Hall which 
had provided the . City 
with additional space as 
its population grew and 
an expansion of adminis- 
trative functions became 
necessary. 

An_ additional -benefit 
accruing from the use of 


glass as the material abut-:- 


ting Old City Hall finds 
visitors, patrons, and city 
workers within the lobby 
or second floor with mag- 
nificent views of both the 
Burial Ground and the new 
Adams-Hancock Park, the 
construction of which is to

begin this spring. 


The second material - 


serving to clad the new ad- 
dition is at the very rear of 
the structure. A solid ma- 
terial was chosen to serve 
as an anchor completing 
the addition. During the 
initial design phases of 
the project, demolition 
began on old Quincy High 
School. Paul’ Hines and 
other City officials ob- 
served that there was a 
considerable amount of 
Quincy granite used on the 
front steps approaching 
the main entrance to the 


‘school. He asked whether 


that granite could be con- 
sidered for re-use some- 
where -in the City Hall 
project. The architect, 


Holmes & Edwards, Inc. 


of. Quincy, performed 


a study and made an in- - 


ventory of the available 
granite and commenced 
to determine where and 
how the available granite 
might be assimilated into 
the new design. 

’ Studies, calculations 
and _ collaboration with 
City officials determined 
that there was sufficient 
granite, if cut properly, 
to be used as an exterior 
wall material in the areas 
where a solid material was 
deemed to be most ap- 
propriate. Ultimately the 
historic granite was incor- 
porated into the project 
adding a meaningful, cer- 
emonial and functional de- 
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sign element to an already 
historic project. 

An additional use of 
Quincy granite is found on 
the Lobby floor. Salvaged 
granite from the projects 
walls and foundation was 
cut up at the stone fabrica- 
tors facility into appropri- 
ately scaled units for use 
in a very handsome floor 
which will be in place and 
virtually wear free for gen- 
erations to come. 

In the Great Hall the 
original width and- breadth 
of the meeting space 
imagined, designed and 
constructed under the 
auspices of Solomon Wil- 
lard are apparent in all 
its grandeur. The origi-

This year marks the 


_ 175th anniversary of 


John Quincy Adams’ ap- 
pearance to represent the 
kidnapped Africans of the 
Amistad before the United 
States Supreme Court. 

In the past 20 years or 


_ so, Americans have been 


more aware of the Amis- 
tad story than they have 
been at any time probably 
since the Civil War. This 


- is in large measure due to 


Steven Spielberg’s 1997 
movie. Still, the historical 
significance of the Amis- 
tad incident and the rea- 


sons for the story’s hold 


on modern Americans’ 
imaginations remain diffi- 
cult to pin down. 

The outline of the 
historical events is well 
known: In 1839, 53 Af- 
ricans — who were among 


the thousands kidnapped © 


and brought to Cuba in 


_ violation of the interna- 


tional ban on the Atlantic 
slave trade - were sold, 
with a false paper trail 
created to.make them ap- 
pear long-time slaves, and 
put aboard the schooner 
Amistad for transport to 
another part of the island. 
At sea, the Africans seized 
control of the ship, killing 


the captain and a crew. 


member, ordered the two 
Spanish slavers to take 
the ship to Africa. By 


the deception of reversing 
course at night, the slavers 
brought the ship to the 
United States, but further 
north than they intended: 
into Long Island Sound. 


- The U.S. government 


took possession of the 
Africans and kept them in 
jail while a legal proceed- 
ing began to decide what 
would be done with them. 
Spain demanded the Afri- 


_cans be returned to Span- 


ish jurisdiction, either to 
be returned to slavery or 
to be tried and executed as 
pirates and murderers. . 
President Martin Van 
Buren, eager to appease 
both Spain and the slave- 
holding Southern. states, 
and the government ar- 


‘gued that the Africans 


should be handed: over. 
Anti-slavery - activists, 
led by wealthy abolitionist 


Lewis Tappan, organized. 


a defense, arguing that 
it was clear that the Afri- 


_cans were illegally seized 


in Africa and were thus 
never slaves and therefore 
should be set free and re- 
turned home. The.U.S. 
district and circuit courts 
found for the Africans. 
But the Van Buren admin- 
istration appealed to the 


- Supreme Court. 


At that point, Tappan 
and fellow anti-slavery ac- 
tivist Eugene Loring asked 
Adams, who had been 
providing advice and sup-

port, to join lawyer Roger . 


Baldwin in appearing be- 
fore the Supreme Court. 
Nervous because he had 
not argued a case in court 
in decades, Adams never- 
theless agreed and made 


an eloquent, logical, and 


impassioned defense over 
two days of argument. 
The Supreme Court 
ruled that the Africans 
were not and never had 
been slaves and were free. 
With some further effort, 
the 37 surviving Africans 
were finally able to return 


-home. But even here there 


was a tragic aftermath, as 
they found their families 
and villages decimated by 
the continuing illegal slave 
trade. 
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As even this outline 
suggests, the Amistad case 
can be seen as a clearly 
defined morality play with 
heroes — the Africans and 
their leader Singbe . Pieh 
(renamed Joseph Cinque 
by his captors) and John 
Quincy Adams - and vil- 
lains — the Slavers, the 
Spanish government, and 
the Van Buren administra- 
tion. 


Its historic significance 


is harder to determine. 
Questions about its histor- 
ic significance and about 
its meaning to modern 
Americans come down to 
a crucial point: so much 
of the Amistad story turns 
on the fact that, at the 
time, the Atlantic slave 
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trade was illegal but slav- 
ery itself remained legal in 
Spanish possessions and 
many parts of the United 


States. As Eric Foner has- 


pointed out, the Amistad 
decision did not end the 
illegal slave trade nor did 
it directly affect the con- 
tinuation of slavery in the 
United States. 

Yet, the disjunction be- 


tween illegal slave trade 


and legal slavery is at 
the heart of what John 
Quincy Adams sought to 
achieve in his address to 
the Supreme Court. Af- 
ter his defeat for a second 


term as president, Adams. 


had agreed to stand for 

Congress from his district 

in Massachusetts. 
Continually reelected, 


Adams had become a 
leading spokesman for the’ 


anti-slavery cause, his chief 
target being the gag rule 
by which Southern states 
had precluded discussion 
of slavery in the House of 
Representatives. 
Anti-slavery _ positions 


among white Americans. 
ran along a_ continuum. 


and were not always con- 
cerned with the rights of 
the slaves themselves. 
Adams _ publicly always 
stopped just short of an 
outright abolitionist posi- 
tion, although he often 
expressed sympathy with 
them. He was, though, 
quite public and distinctive

in insisting that the slavery 
issue was about the human 
rights of the persons who 
were enslaved and_ that 
the institution of slavery 
was inconsistent with the © 
founding principles of the 
United States. 
An attention to such 
details as Adams’ rusti- 
ness as a trial lawyer and 
his supposed sense of 
uncertainty as he began 
to address the court may 
lead us away from appre- 
ciating what a difficult job 
he had and what a_-struc- 
tured, tough-minded and — 
successful argument he 
made: Essentially, he had 
to close the door on there 
being any way for the 
court to reach any verdict 
other than the Africans’ 
freedom. He had already . 
done the preparation for 
that task in two ways. 
First, as a Congressman, 
he had obtained the ad- 
ministration’s release of its 
correspondence regarding - 
the case. Second, he had 
a few years earlier identi- 
fied the implication in pro- 
hibiting the slave trade. 
“The essence of the crime 
consists not in the trade, 
but in the Slavery.” If the 
trade is wrong, it is be- 
cause slavery is wrong.

There ‘is every reagon to believe that 
John Adams did not want to go the Mas- 
sachusetts Constitution Convention in 
Cambridge in 1779. 

He missed his wife, Abigail, terribly, 
and she him. 

The American colonies, newly reborn 
as the United States of America, were 


going through the most dismal period of | 


the War for Independence. Inflation was 
rampant: butcher’s meat, a dollar to eight 


shillings a pound; flour, fifty dollars a hun- - 


dredweight. The news from the fighting 
front was of death, privation and horror. 

Like many Braintree wives whose hus- 
bands were away at war, Abigail Adams 
was forced into the unaccustomed role of

. John Alors attended the opening ses- 
sion of the Constitutional Convention in 
Cambridge on Wednesday, June 1, 1779. 
On Saturday, he was named to a commit- 
tee of 30 to prepare the declaration of 
rights and the constitution.

Thus it was that John Adams wound up

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: First To Sign Declaration Of Independence 


John Hancock's Bold Signature Symbol For Liberty 


e was the least likely of all the 
Founding Fathers to revolt 


against the status quo of the late 
18th century, the last man expected to 
affix a bold signature to a declaration of in- 


dependence that has become a symbol for 


defiance to totalitarian rule everywhere. 
His folks were certain he would be a 

minister, following in the footsteps of his 

grandfather, who was called “the Bishop 


of Lexington,” and his father, the gentle 


minister of the First Parish Church in 


the North Precinct. of Braintree (now 


Quincy.) 


When Patrick Henry’ s call for “liberty 


or death” went out, he was said to be the 
wealthiest man in the wealthiest town 
(Boston) in the 13 colonies, a man who 
owned a Beacon Hill crowned by his 


mansion, whose merchant ships plied the 
_ seas, whose warehouses bulged with the 


world’s treasures. 

John Hancock was born in Quincy 
on Jan. 12, 1737, on the site of what 
became the Adams Academy, now the 
headquarters of the Quincy Historical 
Society, little more than a stone’s throw 
from the church served by his father, the 
Rev. John Hancock, Jr. - 

When he was 7, his father died, leav- 
ing his mother, Mary, with three children 
under 10 to raise, a formidable task 


in those days. Fortunately, his uncle, 


Thomas Hancock, the Merchant King of 
Boston, childless and yearning for a son, 
adopted John as his own and his future 
was secure. 

When Thomas died in 1764, young 
John Hancock, then 27, became head 
of the House of Hancock, a colonial 
conglomerate of real estate, shipping, 
warehousing, banking and anything else 
that could be converted into cash to fill the 
Hancock coffers. 

John was living the good life of a mer- 
chant prince when taxes imposed by a far 
away parliament began cutting into his 
profits, the Hancock sloop Liberty was 
seized when most of its cargo of wine from 


Madeira slipped in untaxed and Hancock 


was accused of smuggling. 
With the aid of his attorney, John 
Adams, Hancock was able to beat the 


smuggling rap but the court ordered Lib- . 


erty forfeited and a short time later her 
former owner emerged as a member of 
the Sons of Liberty. 

A newspaper of the time, The Massa- 
chusetts Spy, in its report of the Boston 


Tea Party, suggested that John Hancock 
' “was the first man that went aboard the 
vessel to destroy the tea,” but the claim is » 


doubtful and the men who, disguised as 
Indians, threw the tea into the sea have 
never been identified. 

By 1775, Hancock was so deeply in-

volved in the spirit of revolution that the 
British attempt to arrest him and Samuel 
Adams in Lexington and confiscate the 
rebel arms and munitions in Concord 
erupted into the first battles of the Ameri- 
can Revolution at Lexington Green and 
Concord Bridge. 

He. was chosen one of five delegates 


.from Massachusetts to the first Conti- 


nental Congress in Philadelphia but he 
preferred to stay behind in Boston to lead 
the local patriots and, not incidentally, 
mend his political fences while his rivals 
were away. 

He did attend the scone Continental 
Congress, however, and with the support 
of George Washington himself, he was 
chosen its president. According to popular 
legend, Hancock signed the Declaration of 
Independence first in script so large that 
King George “can read my name without 
his spectacles.” 

But historians believe Hancock actually 
signed an engrossed copy of the Decla- 
ration of Independence. There was no 
ceremonial signing of the Declaration on 
July 4, 1776 so after Congress approved 
the wording of the text on July 4, a copy 
was sent to be printed. As the president 
of the’second Continental Congress, Han- 
cock could have signed the document that 
was sent to the printer. However, no one 


Quincy Capital Of 
The United States 


For eight months during the presidency 
of John Adams, Quincy could have been 
called the capital of the United States. 

Adams spent that time running the 
country from his desk in the Old House, 
the Adams Mansion, while a yellow fever 
epidemic raged in Philadelphia, then the 
official capital. 
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seems to know for.sure since that docu- - 


ment was lost. Some think the document 
was ruined in the printing process. 

According to historians, the printer 
produced the first published version of 
the Declaration in the familiar broadsheet 
size. Hancock’s name is the only delegate 
to appear on this document. A second 
broadsheet was issued six months later 
with all the signers listed. 

Hancock’s iconic signature does ap- 
pear on a different document: a sheet of 
parchment that was carefully handwritten 
sometime after July 19 and signed on 
Aug. 2 by Hancock and those delegates 
present. This document - known as the en- 
grossed copy — is displayed at the National 
Archives in Washington, D.C. 

Since he was president of the Conti- 
nental Congress when the Declaration 


‘was adopted and signed and that created 


the United States and there was no other 
president at the time, some say Hancock 
can be referred to as the first president of 
the United States. 

In his one display of military prowess, 
Major General John’ Hancock and his 
Massachusetts Militiamen, 3,000 strong, 
suffered a humiliating defeat in their-at- 


tempt to capture Newport, R. I., from the : 
-British and Hancock went back to doing 


what he did best. 


And he was at his best in January, 
1788, as president of the Massachusetts. 
state convention called to ratify the U. S. 
Constitution, a process that was stalled 
in several states for want of adequate pro- 
tections for the individuals, which the 
Revolution was all about. 

Hancock, suffering from the gout and. 
carried into the hall by servants, proposed 
and guided to a 187 to 168 victory .a 
series of nine “conciliatory amendments” 
which later evolved into the Bill of Rights 
and assured ratification of the. Constitu- 
tion by all. 
- Hancock was elected the first governor 
of Massachusetts in 1780 but he resigned 
five years later. He was elected again in 
1787 and was still in office when he died __- 
in 1793 at the age of 56, the end of his 
line. 

Unlike the Adams and Ohiney dake he 
left no direct descendants. His marriage to 
Dorothy Quincy produced two children, a 
daughter, Lydia, who died in her first year, 
and a son, John George Washington Han- 


~ cock, who was killed in a skating accident 


when he was 8. 

John Hancock, one-time Merchant 
Prince of Boston turned Founding Father, 
left but a small estate.

w men have served the 
Pr good longer or as 
well as Col. John Quincy. 

He was Speaker of the Mas- 
sachusetts House, a governor’s 
councilor, a selectman and pe- 
rennial moderator of the town 
_meeting in Old Braintree, com- 
‘mander of the local militia regi- 
ment and guardian of the rights 
of the few. Ponkapoag Indians 
who survived the plague. 

And through his granddaugh- 
ter, Abigail Adams, nee Smith, 
he was the grandfather-in-law 
of the second President of the 
United States and the great- 
grandfather of the sixth. 

Small _wonder. then, that 
when the North Precinct broke 
away from Old Braintree in 
1792 they named the new town 

“Quincy.” 

Col. John. Quincy is some- 
thing of a mystery man, even in 
the city that bears his name. It 
is not known for sure when he 
came to Old Braintree. Nor is 
there a picture of him extant or 
even a physical description of 
him in the words that have been 
left tous by his contemporaries. 

During celebration in Quin- 
cy in 1908, the main speaker, 
the Rev. Daniel Munro Wilson, 
noted that “in his day, he was 
one of the most. trusted and 
influential public characters of 
the province; but for a hundred 
years or more, he has now been 
buried in oblivion. 

“For example, | once men- 


tioned John Quincy to a lifelong 
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resident, a man af affairs and 
influence in the town. The re- 
sponse was: ‘John Quincy? John 
Quincy? I never heard of him 
before!’ Another in the group 
then exclaimed ‘You mean John 
Quincy Adams, don’t you?’” 
John Quincy was born in 


Boston. His father, Daniel, died 


when he was a year old and his 
widowed mother, Anna, married 


the Rev. Moses Fiske, minister - 
- of the First Parish Church in 


Braintree. 

He graduated from Baad 
in 1708, obtained a master’s 
degree in 1711. and inherited, 
through his mother, a good- 
sized farm in Mount Wollaston 
and lived there for the rest of his 
life. 

John Quincy’s rise in «able 
life was meteoric. 


He married Elizabeth Norton, | 


the daughter of a Hingham min- 
ister, in 1715 and was named 
justice of the peace the same 
year, moderator of the town 
meeting a year later and began 
22 years of service in the House 


a year after. He was Speaker of ~ 


the House for 12 years, starting 
in 1729. 

In 1741, he was manipulated 
out of his posts as commander 
of the Suffolk militia regiment by 
a wealthy Boston lawyer named 
Joseph Gooch, who is described 
by some as an “opportunist,” 
and by others as an “unsavory 
demagogue.”

vailed and Quincy was dismissed 
as militia commander. .

They would serve only under 
Quincy. Demoralized, the peo- 
ple of Braintree turned Gooch 
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out and returned command of 
their militia to Quincy. 

Quincy’s reputation was such 
that he was named by the legis- 


lature to be trustee of the funds.

His father fired him as minister to Prus- 
sia to spare him another embarrassment 
of being fired by his successor, Thomas 
Jefferson, and John Quincy was able to 
return home to a new town named-for his 
great-grandfather. 

He ran for and won a seat in the state 
legislature as a Federalist, his father’s old 
party, but he showed such a strong streak 
of independence that his fellow Federalists 
urged him to stand for the U.S. Senate to 
be rid of him. 

Since it was the legislators themselves 
who voted for senators in those days, 
John Quincy was elected and promptly 
alienated both Federalists and Democrat- 
Republicans by speaking up for the Loui- - 
siana Purchase and voting against creation 


of the Louisiana Territory. 

He finally emerged as a Democrat- 
Republican in 1808 after the British

_ Some say John Quincy’s 
best work was done in the 
interests of human rights

At the .age of 74, he 
took on the case of 35 
Africans, kidnapped in 
their-homeland and bound 
for slavery in Cuba, and 
waxed so eloquent before 
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the Supreme Court that 


they were freed and sent 
home over the protests of 
the new president. 

- His particular target was 
known as the Gag Rule 
which said that “all peti- 
tions, memorials, reso- 
lutions, propositions or 
papers relating . . . to the 
subject of slavery shall be 
laid upon the table and that 
no further action whatever 
shall be had thereon.”

t may not share the same well-profiled 
status of some of the city’s renowned 


historical sites like the Old House, Ad- - 
ams Birthplaces and United First Par- 


ish Church. 

But Quincy’s historic Fone: Cem- 
etery should be a must-stop on any visi- 
tor’s list to the “City of Presidents.” 

Tn fact, you might even say the Cem- 


~ ..etery located on Hancock Street adja- 


cent to City Hall is a blueprint to many 
of the city’s historical figures. There’s a 
story of the living associated with every 
grave marker that provides a perspec- 


tive of not only local history but our na- 


tion’s history, too. 

The cemetery is the final resting area 
for some of the city’s earliest settlers as 
well as generations.of the Adams and 
Quincy families, including Rev. John 
Hancock, the father of the patriot and 


first signer of the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence. 

There are also lessons to be learned 
from some of the monuments them- 
selves. The artwork on the markers are 
examples of colonial winged skulls and 


cherubim, to Federalist classical motifs 


and representatives of Quincy’s 19% 
century role as the- national center of 
granite quarrying and carving, says Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald, a leading authority on 
the Hancock Cemetery and executive 


- director of the Quincy Historical Soci- 


ety. 

There are many notable graves but 
there’s one that may leave some visi- 
tors-a bit perplexed. 

That would be the tomb marked 
“J.Q. Adams” located to the left of the 
front gate. And there’s an interesting 
story behind this tomb. 

The tomb is the Adams family 1 
the original resting place of John and 
Abigail Adams and John Quincy and 
Louisa Catherine Adams, who are all 
now entombed in the Presidential crypt 
in United First Parish Church — located 
just across the street from the ceme- 
tery. 

. The vault remains the grave of nu- 
merous family members including John 


and Abigail’s daughter, Nabby, and 


John Quincy and-Louisa Catherine’s 
sons, George and John. 

According to Fitzgerald’s research, 
when Nabby died in 1813; she was 
evidently buried in the family tomb in 
Hancock Cemetery. Her mother Abi- 
gail was buried there in 1818 and then 


-John Adams was buried there after he 


died on July 4, 1826. 


“In the ensuing weeks, John Quincy - 


Adams came up with the idea of the 
crypt beneath the planned new church 
building,” Fitzgerald says. “The new 
church opened in 1828 and John and 
Abigail’s remains are moved” (to the 
crypt.) : 

By 1834 - over the next five years 
~ three more Adams are buried in the 
family tomb: John Quincy Adams’ 
brother Thomas and his sons Gecrae 
and John. 

In 1848, after JQA died in Wash-

ington, he was returned to Casita and 
buried in the family tomb. 

It is JQA’s son, Charles Francis, 
who gets the idea to expand the crypt 
so that his father can be buried next to 
his father and mother. But JQA is not 
moved right away, Fitzgerald points 
out: 

“His widow bhi Catherine, died 


in 1852 in Washington. Over the next 


few months, Charles Francis arranged 
preparation of the crypt. Louisa’s body 
remained in Washington. On Dec. 15, 
1852, the bodies of the Sixth Presi- 


‘dent and First Lady Louisa Catherine 
_are moved to the crypt in a coordinated 


ceremony.” 

After Louisa’s body arrives by train, 
she is moved directly from the train sta- 
tion to the church. 

A few other facts about the Adams 


family vault: 


In Paul Nagel’s book, Descent from 
Glory, Four Generations of the John 
Adams Family and John Quincy Ad- 
ams, he describes the sequence for 
JQA’s and Louisa Catherine’s burials: 

¢ JOA dies on Feb. 23, 1848. His 


body is brought back for burial and is - 


in Quincy on March 11, 1848. A fu- 
neral service takes place in First Par- 
ish Church. “At 5 p.m. the coffin was 
taken across the road and placed in the 
crowded family vault. . . For four years 
John Quincy rested in the old burying 
ground with many relatives, his brother 
Thomas, his sister Nabby, his two sons, 
and others nearly so dear.” 

¢ Louisa Catherine Adams dies May 
15, 1852 in Washington. Her son 


Charles Francis Adams “hastened back . 


to Quincy, leaving his mother’s coffin 
behind until he could arrange for his 


parents to be placed next to his grand- 
parents.” 

e John Quincy Adams and Louisa 
Catherine Adams are placed in the 
crypt, Dec: 15, 1852. “JQA’s casket, 
draped with velvet, was brought to the 


_ church as Louisa’s was delivered from 
the railway depot; where it had arrived 


from Washington. The interment may 


‘not have been completed until the 16*, 


because JQA’s granite tomb was not 
big enough for his coffin and had to be 
enlarged.” 

There are many other notable graves 
in Hancock Cemetery. Among them: 

Henry Adams (1646) - the great- 
great-grandfather of John Adams - 
who emigrated from England in the 
first years of the Massachusetts colony. 
How. different local and the nation’s 
history may have been had Henry not 
“emigrated for reasons of conscience.” 


Rev. John Hancock (1744) — fa- : 


ther of the future Patriot and first sign- 
er of the Declaration of Independence. 
Rev.; Hancock served as minister of 
United First Parish Church from 1726 
until his death in 1744. It is widely as- 
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sumed that the cemetery came to be 
named for Rev. Hancock but some lo- 
cal historians believe the cemetery took 
its name from its location ori Hancock 
Street. 

Col. John Quincy (1767) - served 
more than 30 years in the colonial leg- 
islature, including 12 as speaker. The 
grandfather of Abigail Adams, the town 
of Quincy was named in his honor in . 
1792. 

Abner Packard (1902) - com- 
mander of the town militia unit that: 
responded to President Lincoln’s first 
call for volunteers in the Civil War in 
April, 1861. 

On any given afternoon, you'll find 
cemetery visitors meandering through- 
out the cemetery, reading markers and 
pausing in silence. Some graves are 
decorated with American flags, identi- 
fying the deceased as veterans of the 
Revolution, the-War of 1812 and the 
Civil War. 

Hancock Cemetery is a must stop 
along the city’s historic trail. Visitors 
will learn more about Quincy and its 
early history.

Moswetuset Hummock: 


t was only a tiny spot of land 

no bigger than a football field 
on the Quincy shore but it gave 
its name to the state of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

As the historian Daniel Neal 


recalled it in his History of New 


England, published a hundred 
years after the Pilgrims landed 
NVC: 
“The Sachem or Sagamore 
who governed the Indians in 
. this part of the country when the 
English first came hither, had his 
seat on a small hill, or hummock, 
containing perhaps an acre and 
a half, about two leaques to the 
southward of Boston, which hill 
or hummock lies in the shape of 
an Indians’ arrow-head, which 
arrow-heads are .called in their 
language Mos, or Mons, with 
the O nasal, and hill in their 


language is Wetuset; hence, this. 


great Sachem’s seat was called 
Moswetuset, which signifies a hill 
in the shape of an arrow-head, 
and his subjects, the Moswetu- 
set Indians, from whence with 
small variation of the word, the 
Province received the name Mas- 
sachusetts.” 


The little wooded hillock near 
the junction of East Squantum 
Street and Quincy Shore Drive 
was once the seat of the sachem 
Chickataubut, who comes down 


through the pages of Quincy his- 
tory as a rather-pathetic figure. 

He was the chief of the Mo- 
swetuset Indians, once a great 
tribe that occupied the: coast 
north of Plymouth.

__ It was Perkins who lob- 
bied the Railway’s charter 
through a-puzzled and 
obstinate State Legislature, 
which had never been 
called upon to incorporate 
a commercial railroad be- 
fore. It was Perkins who 


financed-it, too, largely 


with his own money. 

Even in its early days, 
the Granite Railway was a 
tourist attraction of some 
magnitude. 


Daniel Webster, who . 


used to stop off for a pick- 
me-up in Quincy en route 
from Boston and Washing- 
ton to his home in Marsh- 
field, viewed it and decided 
that it would never succeed 
because of the frost that 
would form on the rails in 
the winter. 

The President of the 
United States, a local 
boy named John Quincy 
Adams, visited in August 
1827, got caught in a thun- 
derstorm and took shelter 
in a shed where Willard’s 


stone-cutters were hack- 


ing away at monument 


granite. 

A group of visitors were 
riding up the Railway’s 
incline in an empty car on 
July 25, 1832, when the 
chain broke and catapulted 
them over a 40-foot cliff. 
One was killed in what 
may have been the first rail- 
road fatality in the United 
States. 

The Granite Railway 


Co. survived until 1870,.

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Quincy Granite Famed The World Over 


here was a time, more than 100 
years ago, when the old Quincy 


granite quarries - many of them 


filled today - swarmed with workmen 
hacking out stone that was sought as 
prime building material around the 
world. 

Like Topsy, the granite indies in 
Quincy “just growed.” 

-The-earliest settlers used the sur- 
face boulders found on the North 
and South Commons to build the 
foundations of their homes and the 
fences that separated them from their 
neighbors. 

At the industry’s height in the late 
1800s, there were more than 30 
operating quarries. 

The first known use of Quincy 
granite as a building material was 
the town’s second meeting house in 
1666, a scant:41 years after the first 
settlement at Mount Wollaston. 

The stone building served dual 


_ purposes. Sometimes it was a’church 


where the community worshipped; 
other times it served as a fort in case 
of an Indian attack. 

Quarrying in general was in its 
infancy, an inexact science in those 
days. 

The process of cutting a rock to 
size was.simple — build a fire around 
it, then drop an iron ball or cold water 
on the rock, which would break at ap- 
proximately the desired spot. 

Later, the quarrymen used wooden 
wedges which expanded when wet 


to split the stone, then sledges and 
hammers introduced by German im- 
migrants, finally iron wedges. 

These were the methods used to 


obtain granite to build King’s Chapel 


in Boston (1753), the State Prison 
in Charlestown (1815), the Dedham 
jail (1817) and St. Paul’s Church in 
Boston (1820). 

That was the situation when Solo- 
mon Willard decided to commemo- 
rate the Battle of Bunker Hill (actually 


Breed’s Hill) by building a monument 


out of Quincy granite. 

The problem was that no one had 
ever built with such large pieces of 
stone. before and no ene knew how 
to quarry it or work it or transport it 
to the building location. 

Willard, who quit his job as an ar- 
chitect and moved to Quincy to direct 
quarrying operations for the Bunker 
Hill Monument, had to devise new 
methods for obtaining and working 
the stone. 

The new method of transportation, 
devised by Gridley Bryant, involved 
the construction of the first com- 
mercial railroad in the United States 
to carry stone from the quarry to the 


‘Neponset River. . 


Willard’s inventions and new meth- 
ods inaugurated what is known as “the 
Stone Age” of American architecture 
and the Quincy granite industry flour- 
ished along with it. } 

Quincy granite, known for -its 
oo and its ability to take a 


high polish, was shipped all over the 


-world under the trade names “Quincy 


Light,” “Quincy Dark,” and “Quincy 
Extra Dark.” 


The demise of the granite indus- 
_ try started after World War I when

materials were developed with which ° 
to construct stronger and less costly 
buildings. 

_ The last operating quarry, Swin- 
gle’s, went out of business in 1963.

He, of course, was the 
local agent. 

The Company gave Win- 
throp 1,000 pounds in capital 
and a work crew of indentured 
servants, many of who ran away 
when they heard they were go- 
ing to the wilds of America.

to locate-in Quincy, Winthrop 
was also granted 3,000 acres of 
land, with subsidiary land rights 
elsewhere in the colony, and a 
21-year monopoly. .

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Quincy Guay And Granite Workers Museum

Quincy Quarry And 
Granite Workers Museum 

For years it has been talked about hav- 
ing a museum to preserve the rich gran-. 
ite history of Quincy and the surrounding 
towns, which also had quarry operations. 
There have been several attempts, but 
all have faded in the past. There was a 
glimmer of hope to establish a museum 
when the capping operation of Quincy’s : 
land fill and the construction, of Granite 
Links Golf Course moved forward. A 
portion of the tipping fees for allowing’ 

-*Mass Highway to bring in fill from the 
Big Dig Tunnel Project was to be set 
aside to construct a museum. Unfortu- 
nately these funds evaporated into ‘the 
construction of Ricciuti Drive and the 
golf-course project. 

In 2009, the Quincy- Quarry and 
Granite Workers Museum was formed 
and incorporated in Massachusetts and 
received its 501c¢(3) designation from the 
Internal Revenue Service as a non-prof- 
it organization and has received all the 
state required certificates for a non-profit. 
What started as a small group of Quincy 
residents has grown to a membership of 
over 175 — all dedicated to saving the his-

tory of the granite industry. Membership 
ranges from Maine to Florida and west 


to Ohio, with most having a connection . 


through generations of family members 
who had some part in the granite indus- 

The Museum has received many family 
artifacts connected to the granite indus- 
try including tools, equipment, photos, 
drawings, maps, books, granite salesman 
samples, and extensive written informa- 
tion and family photos of individuals who 
worked in the industry. 

At the turn of the century.a large por- 
tion of the inhabitants of Quincy worked 
in the granite industry or worked sup- 
porting the industry in transportation, in 
tool making and in the manufacturing of 
machinery for the industry. The granite 
industry played a large role in the growth 
of Quincy bringing many ethnic groups 
to the city. The first group of immi- 
grants who worked in the granite indus- 
try were the Irish followed by the Finnish 
and Swedish and then. the Scottish and 
finally the Italians. The ethnic history, 
cultures and customs that were brought 


‘to Quincy will be an important part of 


the Museum. 

Many descendants of these granite 
workers have donated family photos 
related to the granite industry. These 
photos are not found in any collection 
of historical photos of Quincy. Two 
examples are shown here.. The first is 
an original photo of the Clark & Pearce 
Granite Company stone shed, owned by 
George Clark, far left. The photo was 
donated by George Clark’s granddaugh- 
ter, Marion Colclough of Quincy. The 


second photo is another original photo . 


of the Sampo Granite Company stone 
shed that was owned by Andrew Nisula.

Whaling In Quincy 


Although it never attained the status of 


New Bedford or Nantucket, the town of 


Quincy played a role in the whaling indus- 
try in the early and middle 19th century. 

It is recorded that the top-sail schoo- 
ner Cambria sailed from Quincy on an 


18-month whaling voyage in 1839 and 
returned with 420 barrels of sperm oil. 

However, reports for 1845 show that 
only one Quincy vessel was engaged in 
whaling and by 1855 the industry was 
viewed as so insignificant that it was not 
recorded. 


Hotbed Of Revolution 


The meeting place of the Sons of Lib- 
erty in Quincy during the revolution was 
Brackett’s Tavern, where the Liberty Tree 
was planted at the corner of Hancock and 


Elm Streets in Quincy Center. 
It is commemorated by a granite 
marker.

Photos Courtesy City Historian Tom Galvin 


Amelia Earhart, Harriet Quimby Aviation Pioneers 
First Competitive Aeromeet Here In 1910 : ee

uincy plunged into the 

new and challenging 

world of aviation less 
than seven years after the Wright 
brothers proved, ori a windy 
Carolina beach, that heavier- 
than-air craft could fly. 

‘The site was a 500-acre tract 
of former farmland called “New 
Squantum,” leased by the Har- 
vard-Boston Aero Association 
and opened Aug. 8, 1910, as the 
Harvard Aviation Field. 

- Most of the great ones of 
the early days of flying showed 
up at Squantum at one time or 
another, including the Wright 
brothers themselves, Claude 
Graham-White, Richard E. Byrd 
and. the First Ladies of the Air, 
Harriet Quimby and Amelia 
Earhart. 

Quimby was the first Ameri- 


can woman to qualify for a pilot’s 


license in 1911 and the second 
in the world (Helene Dutrieu of 
France was the first) and the first 
woman to fly across the English 
Channel. 

Earhart, who once had a finer: 
cial interest in a private airport at 
Squantum, was the first woman 
to solo across the Atlantic and 
was trying to be the first around 
the world when she vanished 
over the Pacific in 1937. 


The first competitive air show. 


in the United States was or- 
ganized by the Harvard Aero 
Society Sept. 3-10, 1910, and 
it drew 22 flyers and-17 aircraft 
as competitors and. President

William Howard Taft as one of 
20,000 spectators. 

Star of the meet was the Brit, 
Graham-White, who brought two 
airplanes, a Bleriot monoplane 


and a Farman biplane, and won 


$10,000 offered by the Boston 
Globe for a hazardous double 
round trip to Boston Light. He 
also sweetened the pot by taking 
passengers on short flights for 
$500 each. - 

The 1913 Harvard Meet was 
to have featured a ‘competition 
between Quimby and Blanche 
Scott, the first American woman 
to fly a plane, for the honor of 
flying the first air mail flight to 
New York. Instead, it ended 
tragically. 

Quimby, showing off her new 
two-seat Bleriot monoplane, took 


Meet Director William A.F. Wil- 
lard for a flight around Boston. 


Light. Returning, the plane sud- 
denly nosed over and Quimby 
and Willard fell out, dropping to 
their deaths in Dorchester Bay 
1,000 feet below. 

Only then was it revealed that 
Quimby had already been chosen 
to fly the mail to New York for 
the first time. 

The Navy took over the feld 
in Squantum in 1917 and es- 
tablished the US Naval Training 
School, with Lt. (jg) Earl Spencer 
in command, to train young men 
in the fast-developing art of flying 
airplanes. 

Spencer and his wife, the for- 
mer Wallis Warfield, the Belle of 
Baltimore, lived on Davis Street 
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in Wollaston, where neighbors 
thought she was a bit stuck up 
and snobbish and nicknamed her 
“the Duchess.” 

Twenty ‘years later, twice di- 
vorced, she gained a real title, the 
Duchess of Windsor, when she 
married the former King Edward 


VIll of England, who gave up his © 


throne “for the woman | love.” 


Squantum’s first reign as a | 


training field didn’t last long once 
the Navy discovered that the best 
use of the land was as a shipyard 
for the building of destroyers 
to break the German U-Boat 
blockade of the Atlantic during 
World War I. 

It wasn’t until 1923 that the 
Squantum Naval Reserve Station 
was established, commanded by 
Lt. Richard E. Byrd, with one old 
weather-beaten hangar and one 
ancient seaplane, held together, 
they said “by wire, curses and 
prayers.” 

Thus, Naval Reserve Aviation 
was born. 

’ Later, Admiral Byrd, the 
young lieutenani, became re- 
nowned for his flights over the 
North and South Poles and 
the establishment of the Little 
America research station on the 
Antarctic continent. 

Of the many officers who 
served at Squantum, none stand 
out more than-Commander John 
J. Shea, executive officer from 
1931 to 1940,.when he went 


to war as air operations officer. 


aboard the aircraft carrier. Wasp. 
Wasp was sunk Sept. 15, 


1942, and Jack Shea was last 


seen “fighting the fire on the flight : 


deck displaying great courage and 
devotion to duty, and disregarding 
the danger of exploding ammuni- 
tion and debris filling the-air and 
rapidly spreading the fire.” 
His last letter to his 5-year-old 
son, Jack Jr., written just before 
he was lost, became a Classic in 
wartime literature, read in part: 
“When you are a little bigger 
you will know why your daddy is 
not home so much anymore. You 
know we have a big country and 
we have ideals as to how people 
should live and enjoy the riches 
of it and how each is born with 
equal rights to life, freedom and 
the pursuit of happiness. 
“Unfortunately, there are some 
countries in this world where they 
do not have these ideals, where a 
boy cannot grow up to be what he 
wants to be with no limit on his 
opportunities to be a great man 
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HARRIET QUIMBY 
such as a great priest, statesman, 
doctor, soldier, business .man, 
etc. 

“Because there are people in 
countries. who want to change 
our nation, its ideals, its form of 
government and way of life we 
must leave our homes and families 
to fight. Fighting for the defense 
of our country, ideals, homes and 
nor and a duty 
which your ‘daddy tras to do before 
he can come home and settle 
down with you and mother. 

“When it is done he is coming 
home to be with you always and 
forever. So wait just a little while 
longer. I’m afraid it will be more 
than the two weeks you told me 
on the phone. : 

. Last of all don’t ever 
forget your daddy. Pray for him 
to come back and if it is God’s will

you to be.” 

Shea received the Navy Coe 
for his action aboard the dying 
Wasp. The field at Squantum 
NAS was named Shea Field. And 
his name is memorialized in the 
Quincy street called Commander 
Shea Boulevard. 

Even while the Navy was faire 
ing. its reserve flyers, it leased a 
portion of its property to Quincy 
architect Harold T. Dennison to 


-open a commercial airport in 


1927 with Amelia Earhart as one 
of his. five backers. 

Earhart was one of the pas- 
séngers on the first official flight 


out of Dennison Airport and, as. 


a resident of Medford and a social 
worker in Boston,.she visited the 
field in Squantum frequently to 
hone her own flying skills for 
aviation feats yet to come. 
Instructors at Dennison taught 
flying during the week and took 
passengers joy riding on Sun- 


days. It wasn’t unusual for 1,000 - 


persons to show up for a short 
hop at 50 cents and a longer 
one at $2.50 to $5 on a good 
weekend. But even that wasn’t 
enough. 

Dennison, as president of the 
Dennison Airport Kennel Club 


Inc., tried to open a dog track on 
the site in 1935 but it was turned 
down. Said City Councillor John 
R. Shaughnessy: “There is noth- 
ing lower than a dog track. Three 
of the six operated in Illinois were 
controlled by Al Capone.” 

The coming of World War 
II meant a revival of training at 
the Squantum Naval Air Station 
and the demise of commercial 
aviation at Dennison Airport as 
the Navy cancelled its lease and 
added:a concrete surface to the 
runways and extended them until 
they were a half a mile long. 

After the war, on July 1, 
1946, the Squantum Naval Air 
Station became a Naval Reserve 


- Training Base where, for the next 


seven years, thousands of officers 
and enlisted men and women — 
the Weekend Warriors — came 
each weekend for training. 
Squantum’s glorious aviation 
history came to an end in 1953 
due to the rapid expansion of 
Logan Airport which placed 


Quincy in the path of jetliners . 


approaching the East Boston 
field for a landing.

This December marks - 


the 75th anniversary of 
the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor and Ameri- 
ca’s entry into the Second 
World War. . Twenty-five- 
year interval anniversaries 
are of course arbitrary cre- 
ations, a way to help us 
remember by associating 


events with the way we - 


count. Nevertheless, we 
are reaching a significant 
point in time in our per- 
ception of World War Il. 
This will be the last of the 
landmark anniversaries in 


which the war will exist as 


both memory and history. 

At Quincy Historical 
Society we have seen indi- 
cations that people recog- 
nize that we are in a transi- 
tion period between living 


memory and _shistorical 


memory. In the 1990s, 
some 50 years after the 
war, donations of personal 
material related to the war 
were rare and it was diffi- 
cult to encourage people 
to make such donations. 
But in the last few years, 
donations of objects and 
documents related to the 
war have increased notice- 
ably. 

During the next four 
years, the Historical Soci- 
ety will work to document 
and to tell about Quincy’s 
experience of the war. 
However, World War II - 
by its sheer size, the ex- 


tent of its mobilization and - 


dislocation, and its human 
costs — presents real chal- 
lenges to anyone inter- 
ested in local history. And 
it presents some specific 
challenges in understand- 
ing Quincy history. The 
war is the single greatest 
nationalizing event Amer- 
ica has experienced. It 


. transformed tives, but did

so on a mass scale. For a 
history of Quincy there is 
also the fact that — in one 
way or another — this com- 
munity had. in previous ep- 
ochs made distinctive and 


significant contributions to 


American history. This 
would remain the case in 
World War Il, through the 
city’s role as a builder of 
warships and craft at Fore 
River and at the’ trans- 
formed boat yards. Fhere- 
fore, one large task is to 
ask what are the aspects 
of Quincy’s experience 
of the Second World War 


that it’s important we un-~ 


derstand and preserve. 
Like the rest of the 
United States, Quincy was 
shocked by the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, but perhaps 
mostly by the specific tim- 
ing and because the attack 
came from Japan. The 
military draft had been 
instituted in 1940. For 
months America had been 
engaged in what some 


historians call a virtual un- 
declared war in the North~ 


Atlantic. And Quincy 
residents would have been 
aware of the Naw ship- 
building at Fore River. 
Again, like the rest of the 
United States, Quincy ex- 
perienced a rush of patri- 
otic fervor and enlistment. 
The first months saw, as 
was common in wars, a 
level of anxiety and con- 
fusion over mobilization,

as a seacoast city that was 
home to a shipyard and a 
naval air station, there was 
extra defense preparation. 
Everitually, a total 10,000 
Quincy men and women, 
out of a population of 
roughly 60,000, - would 
serve in the war.

The Bethlehem Steel

“by Anthony Sarcone and 
‘Lawrence Rines in their 
1975 history. As the 
fourth largest shipyard in 
the nation, Fore River was 
poised to make a major 
contribution to the war ef- 
fort. The yard already had 
a long tradition of building 
for the Navy. The con- 
tract to build the USS Des 
Moines had prompted the 
move downstream from 
Braintree to Quincy in 
1900. World War | saw 
the construction of sub- 
marines, destroyers and 
a battle cruiser and the 
opening of a second tem- 
porary construction yard 
at Squantum. In the 1920s 
the yard built the early air- 
craft carrier, Lexington. 
Naval construction was 
“already ramping up years 
before the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack. The cruisers Quincy 
and Vincennes were con- 
tracted in 1933 and deliv- 
ered in 1936 and 1937. 
The aircraft carrier Wasp 


was contracted in 1935 


and delivered in 1940. As 
the international situation 
grew more ominous, Con- 
gress appropriated money 
for Navy shipbuilding in 
the Naval Act of 1938 and

were already 17,000 peo- 
ple working at Fore River. 

By early 1942, the 
yard went into 24-hour 
operation. The pace of 
construction was _relent- 
less. In one often cited 
example, as the Massa- 
chusetts was launched, the 
keel for a heavy cruiser 
was swung into place in 
the ways. Again an auxil- 
iary yard was opened, this 
time in Hingham.  Sar- 
cones and Rines put the 
peak of employment at 
32,000, reached in 1943. 
Historian Hobart Holly 
put the number closer to 
40,000. During the war, 
1,200 women worked at 
the yard. In the midst of 
all this, the yard also man- 
aged to contribute “Kilroy 
was here” to the folklore 
of the war. 


During the war the Fore 
River yard built 92 vessels 
of 11 different types, in- 
cluding aircraft carriers, 
heavy cruisers, light cruis- 
ers, and destroyers. When 
the craft built at Hingham 
are added,. the total be- 
comes 227.

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| Quincy Shipyard: Thomas Watson’ s Other Invention 
7-Masted Schooner To Nuclear And Super Ships 


t began with a 
[= -horsepower marine 

engine _ painstakingly 
constructed by the new 
firm of F.O.. Wellington 
& Co. for a small passen- 
ger steamer out of Dama- 
riscotta, Maine, in the 
~ early 1880s. 

In the 1970s, the yard 
-produced 939-foot super 
tankers built by General 
~ Dynamics Quincy Division 
for Burmah Tankers Ltd of 
England, capable’ of trans- 
porting 125,000 cubic 
meters of liquefied natu- 
ral gas across the Atlantic 
Ocean. In the intervening 
90-odd years, more than 


1,000 ships, including one - 


_of the mightiest battlewag- 
ons of them all, USS Mas- 
‘sachusetts, were built at 
what was known locally as 
the Fore River Shipyard. 
Quincy, with its more 
than 27 miles of waterfront 
and deepwater channels, 
had been in the forefront 
of American _ shipbuild- 
ing since 1696 when the 
ketch “Unity” was built at 
Ship Cove, the site’ of the 


present shipyard. 
_ The 116-foot “Massa- 
chusetts,” in its time the 


largest' merchant vessel 
built in North America, 
was launched for the Chi- 
na trade in 1789 at the 
shipyard of Daniel Briggs 
in Philip’s Head at Ger- 
mantown. 

Unfortunately, she 
started a life as a jinx ship 
when a soothsayer, Moll 
Pitcher of Lynn, forecast 
that the ship and all her 
crew would be lost. It took 
three tries to fill her com- 
plement for her maiden 
voyage. 

Massachusetts reached 
Canton without mishap, 
Moll Pitcher notwith- 

- standing, and was sold for 
$65,000 to the. Danish 
East India Co. 

Deacon George Thom- 
as turned out, 32 clipper 
ships over 23 years from 
this shipyard at Quincy 
Point, the last of them the 
graceful 2,200-ton “Red 
Cloud,” launched in 1877 
when Thomas was: 82

‘Kilroy Was Here’ 
At Quincy Shipyard 


“Kilroy was here!” 

It seemed like the words 
were.everywhere 71 years 
ago. 

They greeted the first 
American Gls to arrive 
at the Imperial Palace in 
war-torn Tokyo in the 
late summer of 1945 and 
they mystified Stalin in the 
men’s room at Yalta. 

“Kilroy was here!” 

He really wasn’t but in a 
way he was. 

It all began in 1942 in 
Bethlehem Steel’s Fore 
River Shipyard in Quincy 
where James J. Kilroy was 
employed as a checker 
whose job it was to count 
the number of holes filled 
by a riveter. 


Kilroy’s job was impor- - 


tant-to the riveters since 
they were paid by the num- 
ber of rivets they, drove. 
Kilroy would go around 
and count them and check 
each with a chalk mark. 
Some riveters would 
wait until the checker had 


.gone and then erase the 


last chalk mark. Another 
checker would count the 
rivet a second time and the 
riveter would get paid twice 
for the same work. ~ 
One day, Kilroy over- 


- here!” 


heard his boss ask a riveter 
if Kilroy had checked a 
certain rivet. No,.said the 
riveter: That made Kilroy 
mad because he knew he 
had checked that particular 
rivet. 

He grabbed a piece of 
chalk, went over to where 


the two men were standing 


and scribbled “Kilroy was 
in large; bold let- 
ters right next to the check 
mark.

Truman’ s Appearance 68 Mee digo Last Time Sitting President In 2 


t’s been almost 70 years 
since a sitting U.S. presi- 


dent has visited Quincy. 


But President Harry’s 


Truman message. to an - 


estimated 2;500 citizens 


‘from the steps of United 


First Parish Church on 
Oct. 28 1948 -— just five 
days before he won the 
Presidential election that 
year — still resonates as an 
impassioned plea to put 
people ahead of politics. 
The nation’s 33rd 
President was locked in a 
tight. battle with Republi- 
can Presidential Nominee 
Thomas Dewey. Truman 


arrived in Quincy near 


the end of a 30,000-mile 
whirlwind whistle sa 
train tour. 

After he was introduced 
by Quincy Mayor Charles 
Ross around 7:30 a.m. 
that morning, Truman 
called his visit to the birth- 
place of two U.S. Presi- 
dents — John and John 
Quincy Adams - a “high 
honor.” He then told the 
assembled mass that the 
nation’s leaders must work 
together for the good of 
the country. 

“I have known about 
Quincy all my life, of 
course, because it is and 
has been the home of two 
great men. | am very glad 
to be here in this historic 
site this morning, and it 


is a very high honor to be. 


presented to you on the 


* steps of this church where 


two great men and their 
wives are buried. 

“You know,” Truman 
continued, “John Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson 
were political enemies, but 
they became fast friends. 
And when they passed 
away, on the same day 
(July 4, 1826), the last 
words of one of them was, 


- “The country is safe. Jef- 


ferson still lives.’ And the 
last words of the other 
was, ‘John Adams _ will 
still see that things go for- 
ward.’ 

“You can’t beat that 
in a republic like this, my 
friends,” Truman said. 
“That is was makes this 
country great. We can 
have our political fights, 


_ but we understand that the 


other fellow has a perfect 


~ right to his views no mat-.- 


ter what they may be, and 
he has a right to =e 
them. 

“That’s what makes the 
Constitution of the United 
States the greatest docu- 
ment of government in 
the history of the world.” 

Little-did anyone know 


at the time but Truman’s 
visit here 68 years ago this 
fall is the last time a sitting 
U.S. president has made a 
public appearance in the 
“City of Presidents.” 

Also on the steps of the 
church with Truman that 
day was seven year-old 
Katie Concannon, daugh- 
ter of David Concannon, 
a candidate for Congress. 
Katie presented the Presi- 
dent with a colorful bou- 


quet of yellow and ma- . 


roon chrysanthmums. But 
that heart-warming scene 
nearly never happened. 
When Truman arrived, 
cute little Katie was told 
she could not approach 
the President with her 


flowers. But word quickly 


traveled that the young 
girl was heart-broken and 
soon enough she was al- 


lowed on the steps just be- 


hind the President. _ 
Among that crowd that 
morning were 75 Quincy 


_ police officers. The presi- _ 


dent’s motorcade was es- 
corted through Quincy by 
a squad of state and Quin- 
cy motorcycle officers. 
Also part of the proces- 
sion. was.a large detail of 
Secret Service men. 

Some estimates put 
the crowd number as high 


_ as 10,000. Some school 


children expressed disap- 
pointment that the motor- 
cade from the train depot 
located behind the Adams 
Academy building traveled 
too quickly to get a good 
glimpse of the command- 
er-in-chief. 


Q) : 
One of the several 
hundred people  gath- 


ered at the train depot to 
see President Truman in 
Quincy was Marie Clark 
of Squantum. 

At the time Clark was 
a 19-year-old volunteer 
tutor at the Woodward 
School the day Truman 
came to town. The long- 


time Squanturn resident — 


called Truman’s visit one 
of the biggest thrills of her 
life. 

Recalling that day, Ma- 
rie and a group of Wood- 
ward School _ students 
crossed the street from 
the school and gathered 
with several hundred other 
folks at the depot. Other 
citizens looked on from 
the porches of their homes 
situated on what was then 
Upland Road along the 
train tracks — that -street 
today is Newport Avenue. 

The weather that morn- 
ing was a little chilly but 
not too cold for October.

“The whole school went 
out to see Truman,” Clark 
said. “There were people 
standing on their porches 
along Upland Road, many 
of them waving American 
flags. 

““T was in the back of the 
Adams Academy about 
50 to 75 feet away from 
President Truman. He was 
wearing his hat when he 
was standing at the back 
of the train but when he 


‘stepped off the train he 


started waving his hat. 

“The crowd was very 
excited,” she said. 

“I also remember him 
praising the citizens of 
Quincy for their war ef- 
fort, too,” she added, not- 
ing Truman recognized the 


contributions of the men ~ 


and women who worked 
at the Fore River Shipyard 
as well as the Squantum 
Naval Air Station. 

“It was a thrill to see a 
sitting President in Quin- 
cy. I really liked Truman a 
lot,” she said. 

President ‘Trufnan is 
not the only president 
Clark would encounter.

Clark graduated from 
the Woodward School in 


1943 aed then enrolled 


at- Emmanuel College. 
She graduated college in 
1949.

Irritable bowel syndrome _ 


(IBS) is a common disorder 
that affects the large intes- 
tine (colon). Irritable bowel 
syndrome generally causes 
cramping, abdominal : pain, 
bloating, gas, diarrhea and 
constipation. 


IBS is a chronic condi- 


tion that you will need to 
- manage long term, although 
there will likely be times 
when the signs and symp- 
toms are worse and times 
when they improve or even 
disappear completely. Even 
though signs and symptoms 
are uncomfortable, IBS, un- 
like ulcerative colitis and 
Crohn’s disease, which are 
forms of inflammatory bow- 
el disease, doesn’t cause 
alterations in bowel tissue 


or increase your risk of col- © 


orectal cancer. Only a slight 
‘number of people with irri- 
table bowel syndrome have 
severe signs and ‘symptoms. 
The signs and symptoms 
of irritable bowel syndrome 
can Vary widely from person 
to person and often resem- 
ble those of other diseases.

common among people who 
have had bowel surgery or 
who have diabetes or some 
other disease that slows 
down digestion. 

* Blood tests. Celiac dis- 
ease.is sensitivity to wheat, 
barley and rye protein. that 
may cause signs and symp- 
toms like those of irritable 
bowel syndrome. Blood 
tests can help rule out this

have a far. greater risk of ce- 
liac disease than do children 
who don’t have IBS.

Because the causes of 
irritable bowel. syndrome 
are not well-defined, treat- 
ment focuses on the relief 
of symptoms so that you 
can live as normally as’ pos- 
sible. In most cases, you can 
successfully control mild

- Fitable' bowel syndrome by 


attempting to manage stress 
and instituting changes in 
your diet and lifestyle. 

Try to avoid foods that 
trigger your symptoms. Also 
try to get adequate exercise; 
drink plenty of fluids and 
get enough sleep. If your 
problems are moderate or 
severe, you.may need more 
than lifestyle changes and 
your doctor may suggest 
treatment with medications.

“This is not about the 
budget, it’s a management 
issue,” said DeCristofaro. 

_ He said that academics 
would be done in the morn- 
ing and other classes such as 
physical education,’ music 
and art would be done in the 
afternoon. . 


“We have done this is the 


past,” he said. 

Some parents who have 
children going into next 
year’s grade 4 said that by 


‘combining the two classes 


into one would create a 
large class and-increase the 
student-teacher ratio. The 
parents opined that students 
do better in smaller classes 


-where they would have more 
individual attention.

The win was especially

The fol- 
lowing letter to UMass fans 
details their experience with 
the UMass Roller Hockey 
team. Since the team in- 
cluded a few-local players, 
we wanted to share this nice 
story with our readers.

To the Greatest Fans in 
the World, 

_ We don’t even know 
where to begin with this 
one. Our final number from 


the MinuteFund was $5,795 _ 


from an astounding 79 do- 
nors. We also raised $2,577 


from our fundraiser at the . 


Olde Towne Tavern, an ad- 
ditional $3,000 from the 
ECSA Grant and a whop- 
ping $873.57 from the Uni- 
versity. It is incredible the 
support that we received 
from all of you, exceeding 
anything that the University 


did for us and blowing us 


away with your generosity. 

A thank you is simply 
not enough to express how 
grateful we are for every- 
one’s support over not only 
in Iowa, or during the month 
of fundraising, but over 
the course of four years of 
bringing this program to the 
top. 

As freshmen we started 


our careers. with some of 
the founders of this Roller 
Hockey program. We lost in 
the regional quarterfinals as 
freshmen, unaware of what 
the national tournament 
even was. Our sophomore 
year we struggled so badly 
that we finished tenth in the 
ECRHA and did not even 
make the regional tourna- 
ment. 

One year later, this team 
entered regionals weekend 
as the fifth seed and made a 
run to the Regional Cham- 
pionships. One month later, 
we qualified for Nationals 
for the first time ever as the 
twelve seed and shocked ev- 
eryone, including ourselves, 
by making it to the National 
Championship. We thought 
last year was special, until 
we started out this season 
14-0 and ranked number one 
in the country. . 

We lost back-to-back 
games on Long Island in 
late February to St. Joseph’s 
and Robert Morris, turn- 
ing over the top spot in the 
East and in the nation, fin- 
ishing the year as the fourth 


ranked roller hockey team 


in the country. We lost.to a 
good Cortland team in the. 
regional semi-finals, and 
were crushed to not play in 
the ECRHA Final this year. 
We knew we had a shot 


at a National Champion- 


ship and that was the num- 
ber one goal on everyone’s' 
mind. Perhaps we got ahead 
of ourselves coming into 
the tournament and we ran 
into a very good, very fast

Historic New England’s 
Josiah Quincy House in 
Wollaston will open for the 


season with free tours on 


Saturday, June 4, from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Built as a country estate 
in 1770, the Quincy House 
was surrounded by fields 
and pastures _ overlooking 
Quincy Bay. Its elegant ar- 


- chitectural details befit the 


status of the man who built 
it, the Revolutionary War 
leader Colonel Josiah Quin- 
cy. 
Among the house’s un- 


_ usual features is its “moni- 


tor” roof. From this prospect 
Col. Quincy hada clear view 
of Boston Harbor, where he 
watched troop movements 
during the Revolution. In 
1775, he scratched “Gover- 
nor Gage sail’d for England 


with a fair wind” into one of 
the windows of the monitor 
roof. That pane of glass was 
carefully preserved by the 
family, and is on display in 
the house today. — 

For generations, the 
Quincys, like the. Adamses, 


to whom they were related, — 


played important roles in 


the social and political life 


of Massachusetts. The fam- 
ily produced three mayors 
_ of Boston and a president of 


Harvard. Much of the his- | 


torical information pertain- 
ing to the house and family 
was documented in the early 
1880s by Eliza Susan Quin- 
cy. She kept journals, inven- 
toriéd the contents’ of: the 
house, commissioned pho- 
tographs of the interior, and 
persuaded relatives to return 


heirlooms so that the house 


could ‘become a repository 
of Quincy family history. 
The Quincy House re- . 
cently underwent a three- 
year focus that included the — 
repainting of several rooms 
based on the scientific anal- 
ysis of the original paint 
colors. In addition, curators 
reinstalled rooms based on 


‘Eliza Susan Quincy’s jour- 


nal and photographs taken 


in the 1880s.

This is 
$342,000 below the request- 
ed level services budget to- 
tal and allows this additional 
funding to be used to ad- 
dress academic and support 
needs. 

A few positions are being 
shifted next year including 
two coordinators to directors 
and an ELL teacher, being 
promoted to a department 
head. The superintendent 
said that a state grant that 
has been partially reinstated 
will be covering the salaries 
of 14 kindergarten aides in 
the upcoming year. The sav- 
ings from those salaries is 
being used to fund technical 
education upgrades in each 
school in the district. 

Also included in ‘the 
spending plan is a proposed 
increase of $253,400 for 
special education tuitions, 
occupational education sup- 


plies, teacher training and 


software. Funding for tech- 
nology acquisitions is being 
decreased by $16,600. 
Committee members ap- 
peared pleased with their 


first look at the details of the 
proposed budget. 

“We are. putting funding 
in place where it will make 
an impact,” said Barbara 
Isola. 

She asked whether the is- 
sue raised by parents about 
the combining of two Ather- 
ton Hough fourth grade 
classes into one next year 


would affect the budget. Of- 


ficials are planning to com- 
bine the two classes since 
each would only have 13 
students next year. Parents 
have voiced opposition to 
the plan. 

DeCristofaro said he will 
be. meeting with the parents 
this week to further discuss

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On Monday, May 9, 2016, at approximately 6:20 p.m., 
Sergeant Mark Foley was on routine patrol on Billings 
Street when he observed a male standing next to a baby 
stroller urinating in a driveway in plain view of the road- 
way, with passing motorists and pedestrians in the area. The 
stroller was occupied by a toddler. When finished, the male, 
who appeared unsteady on his feet, proceeded to push the 
stroller along the sidewalk west on Billings Street. — 
_. Concerned for the-well being of the toddler as well as 
for the male, Sergeant Foley exited his cruiser and greeted 
the male while asking him his name. The male asked why 


he wanted to know his name. Sergeant Foley told him that - 


he witnessed him urinating in public which was a crime. 
The Sergeant again asked him his name.and the male re- 


plied, “Are you f@#$%A& kidding me? I had to go to the - 


bathroom.” Sergeant Foley again asked the male for his 
name and he replied, “F@#$ you, I’m not telling you.” ‘The 
-Sergeant detected a moderate odor of an alcoholic beverage 
_ emanating from the male’s breath as he spoke to. him. His 
eyes were glassy and bloodshot. 

Based on training, experience and observations, Sergeant 
Foley determined that the male was drunk. The male was 

advised that if he refused to identify himself, he would be 

ss - placed under arrest. The Sergeant made it clear to the male 
that the preferred action would be to get the child and him 
home safely. .The male then provided a Massachusetts 
Identification Card. When. asked if he had been drinking, 
the male said, “No.” The male was told that it was evident 
that he had been drinking. When asked if he had ever been 
arrested, the male said, “No — Never.” A criminal record 
check revealed a number of prior alcohol related offenses. 
The male said that.the toddler was his grandson. Sergeant 
Foley asked him if he lived at the scitess on his ID and the 
male responded, “I’m not telling you.” 

At this time, the male became increasingly belligerent 
and refused to tell where he lived and what the child’s name 
was. After considerable effort was made to avoid an ar- 
rest, the male’s hostile behavior and lack of cooperation

A plan to construct eight 
townhouse condominiums 


on West Street was met with

Baylis’ proposal includes 
three buildings — one with 
four units and the other two 
buildings with two units 
each.

°7 Percent Rise In Commercial, Residential Transactions, But: 
7 Percent Drop In Volume Of Dollars Associated With Transactions. 
¢ ‘Little Softness’ In Mortgage Financing Market 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William 
P. O’Donnell reported a 
“mixed bag” when it came 
to Norfolk County real es- 
tate activity for April 2016. 

“There was definitely 
some conflicting statistics 
when it came to compar- 
ing April 2016 versus April 
2015,” O’Donnell _ said. 
“While we saw a seven per- 
cent rise in the amount of 
commercial and residential 
real estate transactions in 
2016, we also witnessed a 
seven percent slide in the 
volume of dollars associ- 
ated with these transactions. 
In addition, the average 
real estate sales price, both 
commercial and residential 
combined was $602,722, a 
surprising 22 percent reduc- 
tion.” 

O’ Donnell also said there 
was “a little softness” in the 


- mortgage financing market 


for the same period of time. 

“The. mortgage market 
was flat for the month of 
April. The total number of 
mortgages increased a slight

one percent compared to the 
same time last year. Total 
mortgage financing dollars 
actually fell two percent to

On the consumer front,

sale of an individual’s pri- 
mary residence to satisfy un- 
secured debt up to $500,000, 
decreased two percent from 
April 2015 to April 2016.

Only the first phase of the 
project — the replacement of 
the boat ramp on site — is 
funded. Laforest said the 
other phases of the project, 
including the acquisition of 
the four properties and ex- 
pansion of the parking lot, 
are open for discussion. 

“We have the boat ramp 
construction fynded,”. she 
said. “Other than that, this is 
a conversation about what’ s 


to happen and what we want 
to happen.” 

The boat ramp at the 
maritime center will be re- 
placed in 2017.

that advances sustainability 
for people and the planet. 
“When I look across the 
breadth of inventions that 
green chemistry has brought 
about over the course of the 
past 25 years, I am amazed 


as much by the good it has - 


done for society as I am 
electrified by the future dis- 
coveries yet. to be realized 
by the field of green chem- 
istry.”

At a service of Commemoration and Thanksgiving in 
recognition of the Semi-Centennial (50" anniversary) of the 
opening of the Woodward Institute for Girls held on Sunday, 
May 21, in the First Parish Church of Quincy, high tribute 
was paid to Dr. Ebenezer Woodward, founder of the Wood- 


ward Institute, who died 75 years ago. 


Rev. Charles A. Wing, minister of the First Parish Church 


’ and chairman of the board of directors of the Woodward 


School, was: presiding officer for the anniversary services, 
which opened with an organ prelude by Mary McCon- 


- arty Daley, followed by the processional hymn “Forward 


Through The Ages.” 

Dr. Woodward was born in Cambridgeport, MA, March - 
12, 1798. He graduated from Dartmouth College in 1817 
and received his medical degree from Harvard University.
